MR. KEIM AND THE CIVIL SERVICE 
COMMISSION. 

YHE CHIEF EXAMINER’S COMMISSION STILL 

WITHHELD—HOW THE APPOINTMENT 


WAS SECURED. 

Wasnineton, April 30.—At a late hour 
this afternoon Mr. De B. Randolph Keim had 
not received his commission, and there still 
seemed to be some doubt as to whether he 
would get it or not. The Civil Service Com- 
missioners are not less annoyed now «han they 
were the day after the nomination was made 
at the severity of the criticisms made upon 
their selection. The Commissioners have 
always, in speaking of the nomination, accept- 
ed the responsibility collectively, and none of 
them has been more loyal to the body 
or less apologetic than Mr. Dorman B. 
Raton, the’ President.. ‘‘Out ef meeting” 
the Commissioners cannot avoid talking, and 
it was perhaps unintentionally that_the in- 
formation has leaked out that Mr. Eaton is 
really accepting blame where he deserves little 
of it., If the reports are true, Mr. Eaton was 
not favorable to the appointment of Mr. Keim, 
who appears to have been nominated by Com- 
missioner Thoman upon the recommendation 
of Senator George H. Pendleton, who is said 
to have sent Mr. Thoman a very strong letter 
u him to propose and vote for Mr. 
Keim. If reports do not misrepresent the state 
ot things im the commission, Mr. Thoman and 
Mr. Gregory voted for Keim and Mr. Eaton 
against him. ‘The majority having approved 
the nomination, there was nothing for the mi- 
nority to do but to accept the situation. Now 
that Mr. Keim has been nominated there is 
great anxiety.on the part of the candidate’s 
friends to see him go through. This afternoon, it 
is said, he spent a long time with them, and he 
was very minutely interrogated as to the part 
he has taken in shaping Pennsyivania politics. 
Bis denials of any such participation in Penn- 
sylvania politics are understood to have been 
very reassuring to the Commissioners, who 
would be glad to see the criticisms of their 
first work suspended in order that Mr. Keim 
may demonstrate to the public the entire pro- 
priety of his appointment.

the managers of the Hygeia‘’Hotel said only a 
fay or two ago that no rooms had been en- 
paged and that he had received no notice 
pf the intention of the President to go there. 
it was the programme, if the President had 
tome home from Savannah by the Tallapoosa, 
to step at Port Roval, in order that the vessels 
of the North Atlantic squadron, on duty near 
there, might be inspected and reviewed. When 
the homeward trip by sea was abandoned the 
review was postponed. The Secretary of the 
Navy regards these reviews as extremely use- 
ful, his experience being that it stimu- 
lates and encourages the men to give 
them an opportunity now and then to show 
what they can do. It may be that a 
review of the North Atlantic squadron will 
be ordered soon, to be held at Fortress Mon- 
roe, but whether the Secretary of the Navy 
will himself be present is doubtful. It is re- 
ported that Commodore Cooper will hold the 
review if Mr. Chandler should find it impossi- 
ble to leave’ his office. The Secretary 
of the Navy, who had expected to have a com- 
fortable time attending to his business without 
interruption, says that there is almost as 
much pursuit of bim now as during the ses- 
Bion of Congress, and that he has been obliged, 
to tell some of his visitors that he must give 
the preference to persons who call upon navy 
business. 

A dispatch received here from London to- 
day says it is stated there that secret negotia- 
tions for the extradition of a dozen persons in 
this country, charged with the murder in [re- 
land of Kenny and Baily, are proceeding 
between the British and United States Govern- 
ments, and that the extradition papers have 
been sent to Minister West. It is difficult to 
ascertain whether uny such papers have been 
teceived here. The representatives of the 
British Government are extremely reticent 
tbout all pending business, and if the attention 
pf the State Department or the Cabinet has 
peen directed to the matter, the secret is kept 
with considerable more than ordinary success. 
I'he utmost that can be learned to-day is that 
some questions affecting the relations of the 
Onited States and Great Britain in the Irish 
troubles have been talked about. 

Nearly all the members or ex-members of 
Congress who were mentioned a while ago as 
likely to be chosen for Postmaster-General are 
being named now as probable candidates for 
the position of Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner. A gentleman connected with the de- 

tment said to-day that he had been led to 
lieve that the President would appoint a 
New-York man to the place.

GRAVE ROBBERS CAUGHT. 


TAKING BODIES OUT IN BROAD DAYLIGHT 
NEAR BALTIMORE, 

BALTIMORE, April 30.—Three grave robbers, 
one of them a white man and the other two col- 
ered, were arrested this evening at Highlandtown. 
In broad daylight the robbers drove a wagon to 
Mount Carmel Cemetery, dug up three bedies, 
loaded them into a wagon, and started for the 
tity. When they reached Bay View Brewery, at 
Highlandtown, they stopped their horse and went 
In for a drink. While they were inside Police- 
man Miller came along and, neticing that the 


load they bad in the wagon was a curious 
looking one, made an investigation of it. He found 
Onder an old blanket three bodies, two of them 
bodies of white men and the other that of a col- 
ored woman. They were not badly decomposed, 
and had evidently not been in their graves more 
than two three days. The policeman waited till 
the men were through with their beer and then 
krrested all of them. They gave the names of 
Henry W. Mareus and Henry Smothers, colored, 
and John Fisher, white. 

They said they were employed by leading physi- 
cians of the city, and were to be paid $5 for each 
body. They were taken to the Canton Police Sta- 
tion and locked up, while the bodies were rein- 
terred. Great indignation prevails in the neighbor- 
bood, and there were threats against the men 
which would have resulted seriously if the police 
had not protected them. Grave robbery was made

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LOCKPORT DEMOCRATS QUARRELING. 

Lockport, N. Y., April 30,—The principal 
result of the Lockport city election on April 10 
was to change the political complexion of the 
Common Council, that body now standing six Dem- 
ocrats to three Republicans. Recent legislation bas 
removedé the appointment of the pelice from this 
body, placing it in the hands of a nonpartisan com- 


mission and leaving substantially no patronage in 
the gift of the Common Council beyond the ap- 
pointment of a clerk, attorney, and street Su- 

The new Council succeeded 
the latter appointment a week 
ago, but on the places of clerk and at- 
torney there continues to a deadlock, 
the Republican incumbents in the meantime hold- 
ing over. Although in possession of a clear work- 
ing majority in the board, the factional troubles of 
the Democracy. arising out of pressure for these 
places and complications relating to the bitter local 
fight over the recent canal appointments, are so 
great that it is not anticinated t hat the Democratic 
members of the board wiil succeed in uniting ona 
“slate.”’ The Council adjourned to-night without 
any action on these appointmenta

OHIO POLITICAL TALE. 
: SIRT aeOo Ng 
A NEW REPUBLICAN NAME FOR GOVERNOR 
—PROHIBITIONIST PLANS. 

Crxetrnati, April 30.—For some time 
talk among Republicans in this part of the 
State has been setting toward Judge Foraker 
as the best man to put forward for the Gov- 
ernorship. Hehasan excellent army record, 
isan able lawyer, and has served with much 
acceptance on the Supreme Court bench. He 
has never identified himself with any faction, 
and there isno doubt but he would make a 
strong candidate. The trouble thus far has 


been that he was unwilling to enter the race. 
Two weeks ago Mr. S. W. Trost called upon 
Judge Foraker and asked permission to pre- 
sent his mame to the convention, but the re- 
quest was politely declined. To-day, how- 
ever, Judge Foraker informed Mr. Trost that 
he had been persuaded to modify his first deci- 
sion in the matter, giving tbat gentleman per- 
mission to present his name to the convention 
if he still so desired. 

The Rev. Dr. Walden, who is perhaps the 
most influential Prohibitionist in the State, 
said at the ministerial meeting to-day that it 
would be most dangerous to their cause for 
the Prohibitionists to nominate State officers. 
The Legislature had not proposed the liquor 
amendinent as a partisan measure. Neither 
the Republicans uer the Democrats had made 
them an issue in the campaign, and for the 
Prohibitionists to put in the field a separate 
State ticket would be the most dangerous 
movement that could be made. He strongly 
recommended that the Prohibitionists, if they 
should hold a convention, should only take 
action upon these amendments and accept the 
nominations of one or the other of the political 


parties.

A BURGLAR CAUGHT BY A WOMAN. 


THE STORY A BUXOM IRISHWOMAN TOLD IN 
A PHILADELPBIA COURT. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 30.—John Smith to- 
day pleaded guilty, in the Quarter Sessions Court, 
to having entered the dwelling of George Francis 
in the night:time with intent so steal. Smith is 
about 6 feet in height, robust, and of apparently 
great muscular development. Testimony was taken 
to enable the court to determine what degree of 


punishment should be imposed. The chief witness 
was Francis’s wife, a buxom, middle-aged Irish- 
woman. Francisisa German. “In the middle of 
the night.” she said, “I was awakened by a 
great noise. My little gur'lwas still sitting 
up and tremblin’ and starin’ hard at somethin’ 
im the dark. I followed the coerse of her eyes, 
and. heaven betune us an’ evil, what do you think 
Isaw?’ ‘* What?’ asked Assistant District Attor- 
ney Kinsey, with evident interest. ‘* That big man 
in the dock, just creeping under my bed. Did I 
noller? Oh,no. I quietly took hold o' the blanket, 
never sayin’ a word, and my busband still snoorin’, 
and I waited, scarcely breathin’, till the man got 
near enough to me, when I whipped the blanket 
over his head and held him there as nice 
as you please. Ah, ha, my bye, says I, I have 
you now in anet. Wid that he set up sicha 
squirmin’ and strugglin’, and I thought he weuld es- 
cape me. He's agood 6 feet, as you can'see, and 
broad acoordin’, and he was like a whale in a her- 
ring net. ButI held himin the blanket with his 
head te the floor, till my husband, wakened by the 
noise ana the schramin’ of my childer, jumped out 
of bed to help me. I gave my husband the blanket 
then and snatchin’ up my youngest baby, 8 months 
old, I ran to the windy and cried for 
heip. The man and my husband had it together. 
The man managed to get his head out o’ the blanket 
and bolted for the dure,and my husband after 
him. The thief slipped on the second or third step 
and tumbled all the way tothe bottom. I saw an 
officer on the street. I called outto him and he 
camein and arrested the thief.’’ Mrs, Francis’s 
story was corroborated by her husband and apolice 
officer. Smith was sentto the Eastern Peniten- 
tiary for two years. 
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MISS KANE AGAIN IN JAIL, 


THE DECISION IN THE CASE OF THE MIL- 
WAUKEE WOMAN LAWYER REVERSED. 
MILWAUKEE, April 30.—In the Circuit Court 
to-day Judge Hamilton reversed the order of Court 
Commissioner Ryan in ordering the discharge of 
Kate Kane, the lady lawyer who refused to pay the 
fine imposed for dashing a glass of water in Judge 


Mallory’s face,and remanded her back to jail. 
The Judge deciared that her offense was not a bail- 
able one, and instructed the officers to confine her 
in jail at once for a term of 90 days, or 
until the fine was paid. At 3:15 o’slock 
this afternoon Under Sberiff Dunlap  vis- 
ited Kate Kane’s office, read the order of 
the court remanding her to the custody of the 
Sheriff, and requested her to accompany him to 
the Sheriff's office. Spe quietly submitted, and pro- 
ceeded with her official escort to the jail. A few 
minutes later she requested the presence of John 
J. Orton, one of her counsel, and he was sent for. 
She takes her second arrest very coolly, and ex- 
presses confidence in ultimate triumphs. Her 
lawyers will at once appeal her case to the Su- 
preme Court. 

Soon after her incarceration Tux Times's eorre- 
spondent bad achat with her. She said: “1 will 
never pay the fine; I will stay here ti!l doom’s day 
first. it is not the mere dashing ot a glass of water 
that bas caused all of this. Judge Mallory has in- 
sulted me repeatedly during the past three years 
in the most bitter language, and if 1 retorted I was 
instantly reprimanded. There has been a regular 
effort on the part of Judge Mallory and a few gut- 
ter snips hovering on the outskirts of the legal 

rolession, and who have been necessary to Judge 
Mallory in bis campaign work, to drive me out of 
the legal profession. Ido not intend to be driven 
out. ido not care a snap of my finger for public 
opinion. I have been hounded and persecuted 
continually since I have been here and nave never 
injured a person.” It isnow the general belief 
that Miss Kane will serve out sentence,

VERMONT STATE OFFICERS TROUBLED. 

Troy, N. Y., April 30.—Although the State 
of Vermont is made $200,000 richer through a be- 
quest of an eccentric Canadian, the State officers 
are not very happy. In the Fall of 1877 a resident 
of Brantford, Canada, named Arunab Huntington, 
died and by will devised his entire real and per- 


sonal property to the State of Vermont to be ex- 
pended for the support of common schools in that 
State. The resident heirs of Huntington in Can- 
ada have contested the payment of the sum to the 
Vermont authorities, claiming that their relative 
was insane at the time of executing the will. After 
much litigation, in which the State of Vermont has 
vigorously prosected its claim to the property, the 
Canadian courts have deelared the instrument valid 
and decreed that the sum be paid as directed in the 
will. The Vermont authorities were notified a tew 
days since of the termination of the suit and the 
decision in their favor, and wete likewise informed 
that the money awaited their acceptance. State 
Treasurer Dubois and Auditor Powell started for 
Canada to obtain possession of the funds, which 
they obtained. The value of the bequest was orig- 
inaliy $200,000, but on account of the appreciation 
of some of the stocks it is now worth $10,000 more, 
By the terms of the will the legacy will be distrib- 
uted among the school districts of the State. The 
work of distributing will cause the State officers an 
infinite amourt of trouble. The school distriets 
are sC numerous that each will receive about $10

A MISSING LIGHT-HOUSE KEEPER. 
Matawan, N. J., April 30.—Searching par- 
ties from Keyport, South Amboy, and Perth Am- 
boy are dragging the waters of Raritan Bay, Rari- 
tan River, Cheesequakes Creek, and Matawan 


Creek for the bedy of George Brennen, the missing 
keeper of the lights of Great Beds Light-houze. 
Brennen rarely visited the shore except to obtain 
provisions or draw his pay. One day last week he 
visited Perth Ambey Custom-house and reeeived 
his pay, after which, accompanied by some friends, 
he paid a visit to Seuth Amboy. In the evening he 
started in a row-boat for the light-house, but it 
was notieed that the light did not burn that night. 
The next morning Bresnen’s boat, upturred, was 
washed up on the beach. The police believe that 
Brennen was followed to his lonely abode on Great 
Beds and was murdered and thrown into the Bay, 
or that while trying to reach the light-house in an 
intoxicated state kis boat capsized and he was 
drowned. Brennen always bore the reputation of 
being of sober habits, and strictly attended to his 
work. John E. Johnson, of Perth Amboy, has 
been appointed keeper of the light-house until 
Brenaen’s fate is known.

POOR-HOUSE ABUSHS IN NEW-JERSEY. 
New-Brunswick, N. J., April 30.—Startling 
disclosures bave been made by an investigation 
into the conduct of the Keeper of the Poor of East 
Brunswick Township. Since last March this office 


has been filled by Adolph Hamann, tormerly a 
butcher in Militown, who receives $2 25 a week 
for each inmate. It is alleged that the paupers are 
given barely enough food to sustain life and are 
kept without fire and in the most deplorable con- 
dition. A local paper publishes an aceount of a 
visit by its reperter to the Institution, which states 
that the sick are kept in an attie where the snow 
sifted through the roof, and witheut proper cover- 
ing. One man, it is stated, lay with the flesb rot 

ting from his bones trom a neglected sore. An- 
other was dying, and was being treated to rum and 
whiffs from a tobacoo pipe, with the death rattle 
in his throat.

A NOTORIOUS HOUSE BURNED. 


=> 
DESTRUCTION OF THE HOUSE IN WHICH MRS. 


JESSE BILLINGS WAS MURDERED, 


SaratToGa, April 30.—One of the most de- 
structive fires that ever occurred in Saratoga 
County took plaee on Sunday morning at Ballston, 
destroying 13 buildings, including the notorious 
house in which Mrs. Jesse Billings was murdered 
June 4, 1878. James Kelly, clerk, and a lad em- 
ployed in the store returned from Schuylerville, 
and retired to a room on the second story, just be- 
fore midnight. After both were asleep they 
were awakened bya cry of fire given by Jaeob 
Miner, living near. The boy sprang from his bed 
and leapea out of the window, escaping with a 


few pruises, Kelly tried to escape by the stairway. 
but was forced back by the heat ard smoke, and 
smashed a window, cutting his hands fearfully. 
The villagers raised a ladder for him, and he 
eseaped without further injury. By this time the 
entire village of about 400 inhabitants was on the 
ground, but lack of a fire-engine or organization 
rendered them helpless befor. the flames. The 
strong north wind, which steadily increased, made 
these burn with great fierceness. Tre store was 
soon destroyed and also a storage shed in the rear, 
with a large number of barrels of salt. These 
buildings were valned, with contents, at over 
$20,000. The wind fanned the fiames and carried 
them to a large shed filled with lumber, which was 
soon consumed. The Billings Bank building, which 
figured prominently in the murder trials, next 
crambled under the heat and flames. The vault 
withstood the attack, and the valuable papers in it 
were found uninjured. 

The most curious freak of the conflagration was 
the burning of seven ice-houses standing side by 
side, with a solid front of 150 feet, filled with iee. 
The buildings were entirely consumed, but the ice 
was left standing almost intact like a monument 
of its victory over its enemy—the heat. About 
7,000 tons had been stored, andthe fire melted 
only about two feet around the edge of each 
house. Flames next devoured a carriage-house 
and granary, containing 1,000 bushels of corn in 
the ear. Horses, mules, and cattle escaped. The 
dweliing-house in which Mrs. Billings was killed 
Was next consumed, and here the flames were 
checked. The house had been greatly onanged 
since the tragedy five years ago, and.a buy-window 
had been put in near the place where the fatal bul- 
let went through. The sash and glass were pre- 
served intact since the murder, and important evi- 

ence in the trial was burnedin the residence. 

arcely any furniture was saved. The Metcalf 
office, near the residence, where the prosecution 
alleged the murderer secreted himself to make 
observation before firing, and every- build- 
ing connected with this most terribie murder 
Was utterly swept away. Ten other’ build- 
ings caught fire hut were saved by the heroic 
exertions of the villagers, who turned out in the 
frosty April air and fought the fames. Confusion 
natural to sueh alarm at such an hour of the 
night prevented the removal of much furniture. 
The direction of the wind prevented the flames 
being carried across the road to a boat-yard, where 
two boats on the stocks were nearly finished. 

An incendiary fire in 1879 burned the barns and 
wagon-house, &c., of Mr. Billings, but he tells me 
that he is sure this was not similarly started, 
though its origin isa mystery. Inflammable. oils 
were stored in the building where the fire was 
discovered, and spontaneous combustion is the 
most probable theory. Loss about $50,000 and 
insurance about $30,000, in the agencies of Hemin- 
way, of Saratoga Springs, ana Newbery, of Green- 
wich. “The losses in Heminway’s companies are 
as follows: Phoenix, of Brooklyn, $3,083 33, and 
the same amountin the London Assuranee Com- 
any, Westchester, Howard, of New-York, and the 
Northern Insurance Company; $4,283 33 in the 
Springfield, and $1,200in the Sun. Total in Hem- 
inway’s agency, $20,900.

DRAMATIC SCENE IN COURT.

A WIDOW SWEARING AWAY THE LIFE OF 
HER SISTER’S HUSBAND. 

ATLANTA, April 30.—The trial and convic- 
tion of James Stringerin the Lumpkin Superior 
Court for murder had some dramatic features. He 
was indicted forthe murderof his brother-in-law, 
named Gaddis, which occurred four weeks ago. 
The evidence was mainly that of the wife of the 
murdered man, who testified that Stringer and 
two or three other men came to their house at 9 
o’clock at night and called her husband out. Hav- 
ing heard of threats against him he refused to go, 


but she went to the door to parley with them, and 
be endeavored to eseape by another door. Open- 
ing it he madea noise which attracted their atten- 
tion. They ran around the house in time tovee him 
leap from the door, and his wife, likewise rushing 
te that door, saw Stringer raise his pistol and fire, 
and saw her husband reel and the crowd follow 
him off. She ran toward his father’s house, a short 
distange away, and was soon found by the side of 
her husband in a fainting condition. His father 
came up about the same time, and they bore him 
to his father’s house, where he died two days after- 
ward, asserting with his dying breath that Stringer 
shotand killed him. The trial attracted much at- 
tention, ladies crowding the court-room. The jury 
found the prisoner guilty. When Judge Estes 
pronounced sentence, the prisoner, who had 
been stoical and unmoved throughout the whole 
trial, arose and asked the leave of the court to say 
a few words to the wife of Gaddis, who had been 
the principal witness against him. The Judge ro- 
fused to do so, but told him he might say anything 
he desired to the courtif he said it ina respectful 
and proper manner. At this the prisoner broke 
down utterly and wept, but offered no remarks. 
Stringer and Gaddis were both young men and 
married sisters, each having been married but a 
short time. While the young widow, with her lit- 
tle babe, sat on the stand and swore to Stringer’s 
guilt, she looked straight in the eyes of her young 
sister, a girl—almost a child—slender and helpless, 
who sat by the side of her guilty hurband to hear 
her own sister swear his life away.

A BRIDAL COUPLE SUFFOCATED. 
THEY BLOW OUT THE GAS IN THEIR ROOM 
WITH THE USUAL RESULTS. 


SCRANTON, Penn., April 80.—James Mc- 
Grath and wife, of Forest City, a village in the 
woods on the line of the Delaware and Hudson 
Railroad, near Carbondale, came to Scranton 
Saturday night on their wedding trip’ and 
stopped at the Scranton House. This morn- 


ing at 6 o’cleck, while a servant was passing 
their bedroom door, ske detected a strong 
smell of gas, and informed the clerk at the office. 
It was found that the gas was turned off in ali the 
other rooms, and after making sure that 
it was escaping in the room occupied by 
the young couple, an effert was made to 
rouse them by knocking loudly on their door. 
There was no response frem within, however, and 
the cierk, on locking into the room through the 
transom, saw McGrath on the floor, face down- 
ward. He was wholly unconscious. The 
deor was forced open and medical aid 
promptly summoned. Mrs. McGrath was lying in 
bed, her hands folded acroaa her breast. She was 
as rigid as a corpse. McGrath was not quite so 
bad. His position, when discovered, showed that 
he realized, even in his stupor, something of 
the situation and was on his way to 
turn off the gas when he fell heipless 
on the floor. After working hard with him for 
several hours the doctors ‘said they thought there 
wasa chance of saving his life. Mrs. McGrath was 
unconscious at a late hour to-night, and is not 
likely to live until merning. 
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BENECAS AGAINST WHITE SETTLERS. 

Burrato, N. Y., April 3—A council of 
the Seneea Indians, belonging to the Allezany 
Reservation, closed at Carrollton, Cattaraugus 
County, on Saturday. One ot the ebief subjects 
discussed was the order of the Interior Depart- 
ment of March 24, requiring all the white settlers 
on the reservation lands, outside of ‘villages, to 


leave them within 30 days, or pay a fine of $1,000. 
Owing to the illness of Agent Casler the order has 
not been served, and efforts have been made to 
have it modified or reversed. The Indians, how- 
ever, are anxious to have it enforced, and 
so declared. in the ocouneil last week.

THE MURDERS IN IRELAND 


Na EE SEMEL 
SECRET NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE 
UNITED STATES. 

CHARGES OF MURDER AGAINST PERSONS IN 
THIS COUNTRY—FITZHARRIS’S TRIAL— 
MORE ARRESTS IN IRELAND. 

Lonpvon, April 30.—It is stated that docu- 
ments containing charges against a dozen per- 
sons now in America, who are accused of the 
murder in Ireland of Kenny and Bailey, have 
been forwarded to Mr. Sackville West, the 
British Minister at Washington. WUepositions 
will be lodged in the cases of five more alleged 
murderers. Secret negotiations are now pro- 
ceeding between the British and American 
Governments with a view to the extradition 
of these men. 

The 7imes says the Irish convention at Phil- 
adelphia began with clap-trap, folly, and 
malignity, and closed after the same fashion. 
The whole scene, it says, would be painful 
were it not supremely ridiculous. The only 
practical suggestion made by the convention 


for injuring Great Britain was the advice to 
the people of Ireland to buy nothing from 
England unless they are obliged to. It is a 
confession of impotence when Irish malice is 
driven to such a paltry expedient, which, if 
tried, would a injure its adopters. ‘lhe 
lesson for Great Britain is to ignore Irishmen 
and abandon the hope of bringing them to a 
better frame of mind by a continuance of un- 
merited favors. They have already convinced 
the rest of the world that they are unfit to 
have national independence, and they must be 
made to feel the strong hand of the law. 
Dustin, April 30.—The trial of Fitzharris, 
known as “Skin the Goat,’’ one of the alleged 
principals in the murder of Lord Frederick 
Cavendish and Mr. Burke, was begun this 
morning. The prisoner pleaded not guilty. 
The case for the prosecution was opened by 
Mr. Porter, Attorney-General for Ireland. He 
argued that although Fitzharris did not per- 
sonally stab Mr. Burke, yet he was cognizant 
of the act, and was an implement of the mur- 
der, as he drove off the assassins red-handed. 
The defense will endeavor to prove that Fitz- 
harris merely drove the murderers in the 
course of his avocation as cab driver, and did 
not know what the object of their errand was.

CURRENT FORHIGN TOPICS. 


Sr. Pererssore, April 30.—The Czar 
and the Grand Duke Constantine, uncle of his 
Majesty, have become completely reconciled 
through the mediation of the Princess Dol- 
gorouki.

A BOSTON MERCHANT MISTAKEN 


THIEF ON A SOUND STEAMER AND KILLED. 


Boston, April 30,—A. Perley Fickett, of the 
firm of Fickett & Beal, wholesale dealers in teas, 
coffees, and spices at No. 18 Broad-street, this city, 
was shot to-day and almost instantiy killed by 
his partner, Arthur H. Beal, in a state-room 
which they occupied on board the Sound steamer 
Bristol on the trip from New-York. They had 
been in New-York on business and were return- 
ing. When they retired for the night Mr. Fiek- 


ett took the lower berth in the state-room 
and Mr. Beal the upper berth. As both had con- 
siderable money and valuables, they felt some 
nervousness. The room was close, and Mr. 
Fickett before retiring desired to lower the window 
for ventilation. Mr. Beal objected, and it was agreed 
to lower the wineow and fasten the blinds. Mr. 
Beal still felt uneasy and fell slowly into a 
troubied sleep. He woke up several times 
and the last time, shortly after midnight, 
he was startled by seeing that the blind 
was partly open, and between the opening the 
form of a man’s head. Calling out “ Perley! 
Perley!" he received an answer which seemed 
to come from the berth beneath him 
and thinking a burglar was getting inte the room 
he quickly seized his revolver from under his 
plilow and fired. The form fell with a heavy thud 
on the floor. e 

Getting out of his berth and turning on the gas, 
Beal was horrified to find that it was his partner 
who was shot and that he was in the agony 
of death. Fickett had apparently gotten up to get 
a breath of air, and Mr. Beal, suddenly awaken- 
ing. his nerves highly strung, iistaking the 
place from where the reply to his call came, 
made the horrible mistake of shooting his friend. 
Touchirg the electric bell, he called a mes- 
senger, who in turn summoned officers of 
the boat. It was found that the bul- 
let had entered Mr. Fickett’s head through 
the left temple. He lived about one hour anda 
half. Beal immediately surrendered himself to 
Detective Lynch, who was upon thé boat, 
and to'd a very straightforward story of the 
accident. Mr. Lynch came on to Boston in the 
morning, aad on thorough inquiry found that both 
men stood well among their business associates, 
and the conelusion generally reached was that the 
affair was just what it appeared to be. a dreadful 
accident and not a crime 

Upon the steamer arriving at Fall River the 
agent, A. L. Ackley, telegraphed to the Superin- 
tendent at Boston informing him of the accident 
and requesting that the relatives be told. 
Mra. Fickett went to the store. early 
in the forenoon to meet her husband and there re- 
ceived the news of his tragic death. She was en- 
tirely overcome. Mr. Beal's father received a dis- 
patch from his son,who was in custody at Fs!! River, 
and immediately started for that city. Mr. Leal 
‘resides at No. 42 Russell-street, Charlestown, is 26 
years old, married, without children. Mr. Fickett 
resided at No. 4 Victoria-street, was 32 years 
old, and leaves a widow and two children--a boy 
7 years old and agirl of 2. Mr. Beai is a nephew 
of John Stetson, the theatrical manager. Mr. 
Beal attended principally te the inside offlee work 
of the firm, while Mr. Fickett, who was a quick, 
driving, energetic man, did the outside work.

WORKMEN READY TO STRIKE. 
Eo Ee 
EIGHT THOUSAND MEN EXPECTED TO BE 
IDLE IN PITTSBURG TO-DAY. 

PITTSBURG, April 30.—If the expectations 
of those interested are realized, the number of idle 
men in this city and vicinity will be 8,000 greater 
to-morrow than to-day. Sevon-cighths of this 
number will be made up of the railroad coal 
miners, who will strike against a reduction in 
wages that amounts to 50 cents perday; oijgar- 
makers, who want an increase of $1 per thousand, 


and plasterers, who want an increase of 50 cents 
per day. At the head-quarters of the associatious 
of all these workmen the greatest aetivity 
was manifested during the day and the 
indications are that the strikers will vie with each 
other in steadfastness. At the head-quarters of 
the miners a committee of leading spirits was in 
session several hours. When they adjourned, it 
was announced that reports had been received 
that all the miners employed in the 52 railroad 
mines of the district would quietly stay at home 
to-morrow morning unless they are previously in 
formed that the reduction will not be insisted 
upon. It has been decided to pursue a poliey 
entirely different from that observed in for- 
mer years. Negotiations for settlement will 
not be cenducted with individual operators 
and work will not be resumed anywhere unless all 
operators agree to the miners’ terms. If after a 
week or two it becomes evident that the strike is 
to last all Summer, camps will he established at 
various points, at which the families of the 
strikers will be supplied with provisions. The 
money to pay for these is expected to come from 
the 8,000 river miners who ae still at work and 
from contributions from miners in other sections 
of the country. The operators are apparently 
still very firm in their intention to reduce wages, 
and talk about importing miners who do not 
know anything about strikes. If this plan js 
adopted bloodshed is almost certain to follow. The 
outlook for the cigar-makers and plasterers is not 
so gloomy. No firms have as yet coaceded the ad- 
vance demanded, but it is claimed that the small 
firms will concede the advanee in a few days, and 
that the largest employers will not be able te hold 
out more than a week. 


ALBANY, April 30.—The cigar manufacturers 
met on Saturday and agreed to discharge ali their 
men. The Cigar-makers’ Union demanded $2 per 
1,000 advance, but the manufacturers were only 
willing to give $1. To-day all the shops—save 
where girls are employed and one shop where 
half a dozen union men, who received the 
advance asked for, are at work—are closed. 
The manufacturers say they will not ac- 
cede to the demand and that they have cigars 
enough on hand to last some time. 


READING, Penn., April 30.—Forty Hun- 
garians employed at the Reading Iron-works, 
against whom there has heen considerable oppo- 
sition from workmen of all classes because of 
their cheap labor, to-day became discouraged, 
went to the company’s office, drew their wages, 
and left the city. They say they were enticed here 
by immigration agents.

FOR A} FAVORABLE REPORTS FROM MINNESOTA, 


IOWA, AND DAKOTA, 

Sr. Pavt, Minn., April 30.—Reports from 
all parts of the North-west indicate a backward 
season, with favorable prospects for an abundant 
harvest. In Rock County, Minn., seeding is about 
finished, with a probable decrease of 30 per cent. 
in the wheat aereage and an increase of 20 per 
cent. in oats. The acreage of corn and rye is 
about the same as last year, with 2 desided in- 
creasein flax. At Belle Plaine heavy rains caused 
a week’s delay, but seeding is now finished. There 


will be an increased acreage of corn in the south- 
ern part of the State if the present weather 
continues. Corn seeding, which is 20 per cent. 
larger than last year, will be completed by the 
middle of May. There will be a smali decrease of 
Spring and Winter wheat. In Iowa seeding of 
wheat, oats, er ee rye is completed, with the 
corn crop wellin. The prospects for an abundant 
harvest were never better. In the vicinity of 
Grand Forks, Dakota, the acreage is larger than 
ever before, with flattering pregpects. At Sioux 
Falls, Dakota, seeding is all finished, and many 
early sown pieces of wheat are up and looking 
finely. The acreage will exceed that of last year 
by fully 25 per cent. The good crops last year gave 
the farmers confidence, and every available farm 
is beingused. At Jamestown the acreage is 75 per 
cent. larger than last year, with seeding well under 
way. All reports frem North-western points indi- 
cate a large erop of everything.

GENERAL WHEAT ESTIMATES. 

MILWAUKEE, April 30.—S. W. ‘Tallmadge, 
of the Milwaukee Chamber of Commerce, 
whose grain statistics are considered the 
most reliable of any in the West, furnishes 
your correspondent this evening with the following 
estimate of the wheat crop of 83 sounties by 
States.

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SPRING IN VIRGLNIA. 


PEACH PROSPETS GOOD BUT BAD WEATHER 
FOR POTATOES AND MELONS. 

POWELTON, Accomac County, Va., April 30. 
—l have been all over this peninsula. during the 
past three weeks from Wilmington, Del., to East- 
ville, Va., and in every quarter the fruit-growers 
are anticipating an abundant fruit crop. The 
great fruit crop of the peninsula, of course, Is the 
peach. But very little attention is paid the cul- 
tivation of this fruitinthe two Virginia counties 
of the peninsula, but the few orchards there were 
not in full bloom before April 20, or fully one 
month later than last season, and that has been 
the case all over the peninsula. They appeared to 


be extremely healthy, and as the season has been 
exceptionally favorable for the development of 
the seem of the peach, only the most urfavorable 
kind of May weather can destroy the erop. The cul- 
tivation of Irish and sweet potatoes for the North- 
ern market is one of the great industries of Vir- 
ginia, and thousands of acres are annually planted 
The prospeets fora crop of sound potatoes from 
the Eastern Shore of Virginia this season appears 
very poor, and that, if correct, will prove a seri- 
ous matter for New-York, because a very great 
part of the early potatoes sold in that market 
comes from this part of the State. The pota- 
toes planted for the early crop should 
have been growing very finely now, but 
much of the seed rotted in the ground. 
Of the sweet potato crop littie can be said with 
safety, as it is too early to make any calculations. 
At this time last season hundreds of acres of them 
were planted and growing finely, and a very large 
crop was harvested last season, and fine large 
sweet potatoes for table use are now selling for 50 
eents per bushel. But the growers here are 
desposdent over the prospect. The watermelon 
crop of tne Eastern Shores of Virginia is also a very 
important one to the people of New-York, and the 
season is now so cold and so backward that there 
is little hope of there being even an average sup- 
ply from here. Still, there will be as many aeres 
planted in melons and sweet potatees as usual.

DISHONEST MONTANA OFFICIALS. 

HELENA, Montana, April 30.—J. B. Hub- 
bell and Daniel Robertson, of the Board of Com- 
missioners of Custer County, and G. E. Stillwell, 
County Clerk, who were ousted by the Legislature 
for alleged fraud, have been indicted for refusing 
to give up the books and accounts belonging to the 
county. This is regarded as an opening wedge 
toward a prosecution for malfeasance in office, 
which, it is claimed, has thrown the county 
$200,000 in debt. Chief-Justice Waite has ordered 
the (County Treasurer to refuse payments of ae- 
counts aggregating $10,000 drawn by the old Board 
of Commissioners in faver of themselves and their 
associates.

ALBANY, April 30.—There is troubie in the 
Democratic camp over the nomination of ex-Sena- 
tor Murtha for Emigration Commissioner. Asusual 
when there are bones to be distributed, Tammany 
isin rebellion unless she gets her full share of 
more than her share. Under Gov. Cleveland, 
whom she claims to have nominated and elected, 
she insiste that she has had no share atall. Kelly 
has conceived the idea that he has been intention- 
ally and persistently ignored.

He says Paine is not a Tammany 
man, or if he ever was, he isin no sense a repre- 
sentative of that organization.

: E. K. Willard, J. A. Jamison, Charles E. Quincy, 
William Robinson, A. L. Thompson, Joseph Walk- 
er. and George Cummings. Ex-Congresaman Flow- 
ers name was mentioned in connection with the 
Presidency and it was said that efforts were to be 
made to induce Mr. F. N. Lawrence, the present 
President of the Stock Exchange, to reconsider his 
determination not to aeeept a renomination.

There is also an undercurrent of feeling among the

MOVING SCENES IN MAY. 

May moving comes with a rush this year, 
and up town and down town yesterday the streets 
swarmed with vans, trucks, and express wagons, 
fiying hither and thither, piled high with the chat- 
tels and household gods of restless citizens. The 
moving season, which has shown a tendency to 
extend over the last two weeks of April, bas been

MR. BLISS BEGINS HIS SPEECH 
AGAINST THE RING. 

THE OFFER OF THE DEFENSE TO SUBMIT THE 
CASE REJECTED—THE COURSE OF THE 
DEFENDANTS REVIEWED. 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—When the star 
route tria! was resumed this morning Mr. Henkle 
asked if he was to understand that the Govern- 
ment rejected the proposition to dispense with 
further argument. The court answored that the 
proposition had not been entertained by the eourt 
because it was incomplete. Mr. Ingersoll said that 
so far as the Dorseys were concerned he was will- 
ing to submit the ease to the jury without further 
argament, providing the Government would agree 
to do likewige. 

Mr. Mertick—Your Honor, the Government has 
not yet completed the opening case. 

The Court—That is enough. 

Mr. Bliss thereupon began his address to the 
jury. He deslared that the defense had failed to 
produce ahy witnesses to contradict those called 
by the Government. He believed that the court 


would instruct the jury that if the defendants 
withheld evidence in their possession it was the 
duty of the jury to infer that those books and 
documents would prove facts unfavorable to the 

rsons who held them. The Government had not 

mn able to get the books. As to the excuse that 
they did not wish the Government to pry into af- 
fairs not connected with the case, it was a sham 
and they knew it. Why should they fear to 
submit the index books to the Government 
unless they were ashamed of their connee- 
tion with the persons named in it. Or, perhaps, 
they knew that the index would reveal a 
m: etter—the letter put in evidence by the 
Government. Why had they failed to produce 
Rerdell’s account books. Then there was Bosler. 
He sat there from day today. He was the man to 
whom Dorsey had turned over his éntire mail 
business. He could have told how the affidavits 
had been prepared and which of the statements 
made by Dorsey and by Rerdell was true. 
He was. disinterested — certainly not inter- 
ested for the Government —and_ after 
the failure of the defense to call him 
to the stand, it must be assumed that unless he 
was able to fence with the truth he would have en- 
dangered their case. Uf John Dorsey’s letter 
threatening Rerdeli with prosecution for forgery 
if he harmed the other defendants, Mr. Bliss re- 
marked that it put John Dorsey in the position of 
endeavoring to compound a felony. Walsh's testi- 
mony eould not be sneered away nor discredited 
because he had a civil suit anaes Brady. Boone 
had been treated delicately, He did not lie, (like 
the other Government witnesses,) but was mis- 
taken where he contradicted the defendants. 
Why he did not krow, unless Boone 
knew other facts damaging to the defense. 
Speaking of Brady's theory of allowing $30 per 
mile for good service, Mr, Bliss said that it wasa 
fraud; thatno one had ever heard of it before, and 
that he had not made ita part of his defense be- 
fore the Congressional investigating committee. 
Another favorite theory of Brady’s was to have a 
daily seryiee on every star route, yet on the White 
River rohte and on others he had expedited the 
service at greater cost thana daily servive would 
have involved. He was lumping up the profits for 
the benefit of the people who sat here in Washing- 
ton and not for the benefit of those who did the 
work of carrying the mails. Mr. Bliss then took 
up separately a number of the routes and pointed 
out the inaccuracies of the affidavita and the enor- 
mous disproportion between the revenue and tho 
expenses. e quoted Brady’s ecomment upon the 
Mineral Park route, (‘a great through route,”’) and 
sarcastically observed that it ran through the 
Treasury. Adjourned.

ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 
THE VACANCIES IN THE ARMY—THE SINKING 
OF THE JEAN. SANDS. 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—There are about 
60 vacancies in the grade of Second Lieutenant in 
the army. The law requires these vacancies to be 
filled, first, by graduates from the West Point Mili- 
tary Academy: second, by promotions from the 
ranks, and, third, by appointment from civil life. 
The class which will be graduated at West Point 
next June hasg2 members. If they all succeed in 


gaining commissions there will still be eight 
vacancies, even if no more should occur in the 
meantime. Six of these will probably be filled by 
the promotion of non-commissioned officers, who 
have already been recommended by army boards. 
As two or three additional vacancies will soon be 
made by retirements, it is likely that five or six ap- 

ointments from civil life will be made. For the 
nformation of all who may desire to become can- 
didates, Adjt.-Gen. Drum has issued an order 
making regulations as follows for their examina- 
tion:, 

1, No person shall be examined who has not a letter 
authorizing the same from the War Department. 

2. No candidate will be examined who is under 21 or 
over 28 years of age; who, in the judgment of the 
board, has not the physical ability to endure the ex- 
posure of service; who has any deformity of body or 
mental infirmity, or whose moral habits are bad. 

8. Lhe board will inguire and report concerning each 
applicant whether he is of good morai character, is or 
not addicted to the use of intoxicating liquors, and is 
attéched to the Union of the States, and in all respects 
loyal and well disposed to the Government of the 
United States. 

4. The board, being satisfied of these preliminary 
points, will proceed to examine each candidate sepa- 
rately; first. in his knowledge of English grammar and 
hia ability to read and write witk factiity and correct- 
ness; second, in his knowledge of arithmetie and his 
ability in the ger of its rules to all practical 
questions; in his knowledge of the use ot logarithms 
and ability to apply them to questions of practice; in 
nis knowledge of algebra, to the solution of simple 
equations, and in his knowledge of plane and solia 
poomes and the elements of surveying; third, in bis 

nowle of geography. yp eerig! in reference to 
the Northern Continent of America, and in his ability 
to solve the usual problems on the terrestrial globe; 
aleo, in his knowledge of what is usually denom nated 
popular astronomy; fourth, in his knowledge of his- 
tory, particularly in reference to his own country; 
fifth,in his knowledge of the Constitution of the 
United States and of the organization of the Govern- 
ment under it, and of the general principles which 
regulate international intercourse.

UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT. 
DECISIONS IN VARIOUS CASES RENDERED 
YESTERDAY. 

WasHINneToN, April 30.—A decision was 
rendered by the Supreme Court of the United 
States to-day in the case of the Parkersburg and 
Ohio River Transportation Company, appellants, 
against The City of Parkersburg, West Va., and 
others. 
and established certain rates of wharfage, which 
the Parkersburg and Ohio Transportation Com- 
pany complained of as extortionate, and as being 
merely a pretext for levying a duty on tonnage. 
The company thereupon filed a Dill in the 
Circuit Court of the Uniteu States to restrain 
proceedings in a suit brought in the State 


court for the purpose of coliecting the wharfage, 
and to have the wharfaze ordinance declared 
illegal null and void. The decree of the court be- 
luw in favorof the city of Parkersbarg is affirmed.

of the freight money on the delivery of the eotton 
at that port. is thereby dissolved, so that the ship- 
per is not liable for any part of the freight money, 
nor for any of the expences paid by the vessel for 
compressing and storing the cotton. The deeres

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WasuinetTon, April 30, 1888. 
During the month of Apri] 29 new national 
banks were organized. 
Treasurer W yman to-day mailed 8,119 checks 
to vay $2,254,417 interest due to-morrow on the 3 


per cent. loan of 1882: 1,467 checks to pay $312,370 
due on the funded loan of 1881, continued at 3% 
per cent.; also checks amounting to $5,450,226 in 
payment of $5,402,950 bonds of the one hundred 
and twentieth call maturing to-morrow. 


It is estimated that the decrease in the public 
debt for April amounts to about $3,500,000. The 


smaliness of this amount, in comparison with the 
average yey 4 reduction for years past, is ac- 
counted for by the fact that largé sums of money 
have been paid out during the month on account 
of pensions. These payments amounted to about 
$10,000,000. 


Secretary Folger had an interview with the 
President to-day in regard to filling the vacanoy in 


the,office of Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 
The eonene impression is that no appointment 
will be made at present. Deputy Commissioner 
Rogers is acting as Commissioner to-day, and will 
continue in that capacity. 


The President has not yet signed the com- 
mission of De B. Randolph Keim as Chief Examiner 


under the Civil Service Commission. It is stated 
at the White House, however, that the appolnt- 
ment will not be withdrawn unless the commission 
express a desire to that effect. It was made upon 
their recommendation, and will probably stand 
unless they ask that it be withdrawn.

TAXIDERMY AS AN ART. 


THE EXHIBITION OF MOUNTED ANIMALS AND 
BIRDS AT LYRIC HALL. 

Last evening, at Lyric Hall, a private view 
was had of the collection brought together by the 
Society of American Taxidermists. The walls of 
the room were covered with specimens, and on 
stands were shown various animals. Conspicuous 


was a small elephant. Pose, proportion, smooth- 
ness, and naturalness were all there. This 
specimen was mounted for the United 
States National Museum. A cinnamon bear, 
a baby orang-outang, and a Diana monkey 
were of equal excellence. In the mixed groups 
are two of great merit, a pointer and quail, and “a 
coming to point,” shown by asetter. Of the two, 
the preference must be given to the latter, because 
the glossy coat of a pointer loses its lustre, no mat- 
ter how excellent is the art, while the long hair of 
the setter is still natural. In birds the varieties 
were very great. Here were all the known Ameri- 
ean owls, ducks, eagles, spoon-bills,  fal- 
cons, sand pipers, snipe, vultures, and 
such rare. ones as the Apleryx Australis 
and the oweni. Among the reptiles were 
exhibited turtles and terapins, with the very curi- 
ous giant Japanese saJamander. Generally the 
fishes were made trom casts of the original fish, 
colored, such as are shown in the Smithsonian, 
though there were three or four specimens ar- 
ranged from the actual skins of the fish. In heads, 
there was a superb one of a tiger, an elk, deer, 
musk-ox, bison, monkey, gnu. and antelope, all ex- 
ceedingly well mounted. A new departure is 
seen in grotesque groups of animals, frogs, eats, 
squirrels, mice, crows, and owls, being made 
typical of human actions. A very novel method 
of arranging birds of handsome plumage is to cut 
them direetly in halves, and to apply these sec- 
tions toa colored back.

THE KHIM APPOINTMENT. 


LETTER FROM THE HON. D. B. EATON. 
Tothe Editor of the New-York Times - ; 

The are exceptions to the rule that, submit- 
ting in silenco to all unwarranted eriticism, a pub- 
lic officer should leave his motives and conduct to 
the judgment of the people. The teasons will ap- 
pear as Iadvance (so far as they are not found in 
my respect for the editor of Taz Trzs) why I 
must treat as one of these exceptions your articlo 
of the 26th inst., in which Iam personally and offi- 
cially arraigned in connection with comments 
upon Mr. Keim for the place of Chief Examiner. 
Since seeing for the first time this afternoon an 
article on the same subject in the New-York Kven- 
ing Fost of the same date, I have the more re- 
gretted that my official duties have prevented a 
more timely response. As the article in the Post rests 
upon the same theory as that of Tur Tues, and I 
have not the command of leisure for answering each 
separately, I beg you to allow me space for what 
I must say concerning both, and I rely upon the 
justice of the Post to give me a hearing before its 
reaaers. I know that both articles were written 


to serve the cause of reform, and with no willing- 
mess to do injustice tome. It is not for personal 
reasons merely that I ask your space to repel un- 
warranted insinuations and. correct erroneous 
statements made in the heat and. haste of passing 
a sudden judgment. I ask neither the favor nor the 
forbearance of justcriticism, but only the reversal 
of a false judgment. My complaint is that you have 
built your whole criticism upon a baseless assump- 
tion, and that you did not learn more of the facts, 
as za might easily have done, before you cast sus- 
picion on the motives and discretion of those with 
whose good repute the 
are, for good or for evil at this time, some- 
what identified. I protest against that view 
of the rights, duties, or liberty of the press which 
allows the editor to publicly proclaim any jude- 
ment he may, in the haste of the moment, form 
of a public officer, when by waiting a little he 
could form one neither unjust to individuals nor 
damaging to the cause he wishes to advance. The 
articles have so needlessly mingled my personality 
with official action and public affairs that I will 
net try to separate them. I regret that you have 
compelled me to so frequently use the personal 
pronoun and to make reference to my own acts. 
My response to your charges shall be specific. 

1. To the vague hint that I may have surrendered 
to some theory of * expediency,” or to the dread- 
ed power of what you call ‘the Camerons,”’ I an- 
swer that there has been no surrender whatever to 
anybody oranything. It is ay in your imagina- 
tion. Ithink my record on the civil service question 
ought to have protected me from mere inferential 
subserviency or cowardice. Pardon me fot re- 
minding you that there was a time near 10 years 
ago—in a crisis in the cause of reform and your 
** Camerons” being then a real power—when I was 
called to a vacancy in the Chairmanship of the old 
Civil Service Commission. To say nothing of 
sneers and despair on every side, I venture to tell 
you that it required ten-fold more powor then 
than now to stand up against pressure and 
influence. When even the Avening Lost 
was ridiculing the hopelessness of my attempt 
(though Tue Tres stood by me) while I was gath- 
ering the data for that official record of the practi- 
cal effects of the first reform exveriment which 
alone have prevented a fatal denial of its utility; 
when in 1874, upon thé suspension of the rules by 
President Grant, I arraigned his Administration 
and the Republican leaders, including ‘* the Cam- 
erons” among them, ina paper before the Social 
Association at Detroit, for neglecting principles 
and yielding to parttisanship—I never imagined I 
should live to be charged in either journal with 
having been overawed by “the Camerons” or 
with surrendering principle to expedieney. 

2. Imust be allowed, im the best temper, to say 
that the charge that ‘“‘he |Mr. Keim] has both 
reached and overreached the Commissioners,” is 
as baseless as it is offensive, I readily assume that 
there was no intent to charge corruption, the 
language which suggests it being used, I doubt 
not, in the same hasty manner as that in which 

ou erroneously declare the salary of the Chief 
ixaminer is $3,500. My associates are not gentie- 
men whom Mr. Keim, or any other candidate for 
Examiner, could either reach or overrésch in any 
sonse of those words; and if you had had only a 
general knowledge of the facts by which they 
were influenced, you would have seen liow un- 
founded were your fears. 

You elaborately explain tome the duties of Chief 
Examiner, and tell me that ‘‘common sense” 
should have taught “ me that some tried friena of 
the reform movement was to be desired for that 
offiee.’’ To these stateménts I assent, except that 
you are quite mistaken in supposing that the Chief 
Examiner has any part in ‘organizing the system 
of examinations."’ Pardon me for some positive- 
ness on this point, for I both propdésed and drafted 
the law for a Chief Examiner, which affords not 
the least sanction for your theory, and on the very 
day your article appeared the commission ap- 
proved the regulations goyerning the Chief Exam- 
iner, and defining his true position under that body. 

4, And now as tothe justice of your censure of 
me for not securing a trained reformer for Chief 
Examiner and as showing a lack of vractical abill- 
ty in not grasping your view on that point. While 
I was maturing the Civil Service bill, and before 
either of my critics knew it would provide for a 
Chief Examiner, I had Col. Burt and Mr. Graves in 
my mind as the two fitteat persons for the office. 
More than 10 years before, on my suggestion, Mr. 
Graves had been made Chief Examiner under the 
old commission. Earlier, I believe, than any one 
else, Itried to get a promise from Col. Burt that 
he would take the place if he did not re- 
main in the Naval Office. Before a copy 
of the civil serviee Jaw had reached New-York, 
being in Washington, I tried in vain (by reason of 
the salary having been reduced to $3,000) to get a 
promise from Mr. Graves to take the place In case 
Col. Burt should remain in the Naval Office, which 
I auxiously wished. Those gentiemen will tell 
you that, most persistenly and after all others had 
ceased efforts for seeuring either as Chief Exam- 
iner, I tried to complete arrangements by which 
one of them might be obtained if only for a few 
months, even trying only a few days sinve to per- 
suade Col. Burt to recall his refasal to accept 
the place. Nor was thie all; for many weeks 
ago, 1 tried in vain, by reason of the same small 
salary,to secure from the next best trained man 
in New-York for Chief Examiner a promise to take 
the place in case neither Mr. Graves nor Col. Burt 
could be had. When the motion for the reduction 
of that salary, below fixed in the bill, was under 
debate in the Senate I was present. and called the 
attention of Senators to the probable coasequences 
of reducing It. If you still think I have shown no 
sense of the desirability of having a man expe- 
rienced jn the methods of reform in that position, 
I suppose you will keep mein your editorial pil- 
lory, but until I learn that fact I shall aceord youa 
higher sense of justice. 

5. It is true that there are two or three others in 
New-York who have, though inferior, yet econsider- 
able, qualifications of the kind most desirable ina 
Chief Examiner. And here I come upon one of 
those points where | éan hardly restrain wy indig- 
nation, as I see myselt arraigned before my friends 
and fellow-workers in the cause of reform, asif I 
was the only person on the commission and New- 
York the only State inthe Union. The Commis- 
sioner first named, its stenographer, Col. Burt, and 
Mr. Graves, the two first persons nominated for 
Chief Examiners are all from New-York. Does 
New-York claim all the places? I cannot here 
enter into particulars. It is enough to tell you 
that facts beyond my control do not favor, to say 
the least, the giving to New-York more of the four 
places under tlie commission. 

6. Such was the situation after much time had 
been lost in a fruitless effort to secure an ideal Ex-

from among those who would serve for the salary. 
The Fost hints that itis possible that the recom- 
mendation of the Commissionérs, if they made 
one, ** was extorted from them as a concession to 
a power greater than their own.” Whether tnis 


| is intended to suggest the Executive, or some polit- 


ieal combination called *‘the Camerons,” I am 
in doubt. I respect the high eharacter and 
ability of that journal, (whose editors I 
hope always to be able to count 
among my friends,) as much as I regret the neoss- 
sity of alluding to such matters. But the public 
reasons, which alone justify this letter, I think, 
compel me to leaye no doubt on the point raised 
by the Fost. I will say, therefore, that, as I be- 
lieve concerning my associates and absolutely as 
to myself, the conclusion that Mr. Keim 
would be the most useful of those from whom the 
selection of a Chief Examiner must be made, was 
reached not only without there baving been the 
Jeast attempt to exercise apy sueh power of either 
kind, but that it was reached by gentlemen 
who would be rendy to withstand every 
attempt to coerce them by political influence. 
I suppose you are aware that the Attorney-General 
has decided that the appointment must be made 
by the President, so that the commission could do 
no more than make a suggestion. Going further, I 
will say that there was nothing in the manner in 
whick Mr. Keim’s name came before the Commis- 
sioners, nothinz in the testimoniais presented as to 
his qualifications. nothing in any interviews, or 
other matters connected with his candidacy which 
had in the remotest degree the form or sem- 
blance of pressure or politieal influence, or 
which any one concerned could object to 
belng printed at length every day in Tne Ties 
and the /ost. The theory of a Cameron combina- 
tion that overawed me, or of an inufluenee by which 
Mr. Keim beguiled me, or either member of the 
commission, is the merest chimera—to any one 
knowing the facts too absurd for serious notice. 

7. One of my critics talks about my having made 
an “apology.” 1 cannot imagine what is meant. 
There is nothing Iam awareof forwhiehI should 
apologize, unless for the length of this letter and 
the number of I’sit contains. But this imagined 
effect well comports with an imagined eause—a 
painted ship on a painted ocean. 

8. It all comes to this, therefore, that Mr. Keim 
appeared likely to be the most useful of those ap 











plying for thé position, after the same careful in- 
quiries had been made intu his history and qualifi- | 
cations, and after the same repeated and searching | 
conversations with bim, which had been applied as 
tests of the merits of otherapplicants, and equally 
without infiuenee, fear, or favor having the least | 
to do with it.

9. If I felt at liberty to rerer to the indorsements 
preoented on behalf of Mr. Keim you wou'd see, I 

lieve, not a single adherent of Mr. Cameron, but 
eminent statesmen of both Darties—among them 
some of the foremost supporters of the civil 
service law—who had known him many years. I 
could show you that, in careful conversations with 
such mén. Mr. Keim’s record was reviewed with 
thoroughness. Even that innocent simplicity 
which you accord to me, and which one of my 
eritics supposes may account for my not discover- 
ing that Mr. Keim was a Cameron henchman in dia- 
guise, I must modestly decline, for I did make in- 
quiry whether he was a polical defendant of any one 
or had ever been connected with any disreputable 
trangaction either in polities or private affaits. So 
far as J could learn his character was regarded as 
unstained. I ever took pains to learn that his ae- 
counts, covering the period of more than two 
years, during which, at the request of President 
Grant, he was engaged —_ investigating our 
consular service in Asia, Africa, and South Amer- 
ica, and in writing a report of more than 800 pages 
in length, which was printed by Congress. that 
these accounts were found correct with the 
single exception that Mr. Keim had overcharged 
himself $385. {[ looked into those reperts, and 
while there are some rand careless sentences, 
they show no inconsiderable p of mind, great 
readiness in mastering details, and a marked in- 
clination to expose and reform abuses, Those 
who have felt themselves at liberty to tell me that 
Mr. Keim’s views are the very opposite to those 
whieh a Chief Examiner should hold were prob- 
ably unaware that in one of his reports, trans- 
mitted to Congress with a special message 
by President Grant on the 24th of May, 
1872, Mr. Keim speaks of the “endless round 
of 6Vils ineide>. v official rotation,” and demands, 
to quote his on words, ‘a Gonsular service per- 
manent in its character and exacting in its de- 
mands upen the persona! and official conduct of its 
members * * * to which no officer should be ad- 

tted until he shall have shown himself qualified 
by a pravtical examination.” They were also, I must 
presume, unaware that about the same date Mr. 
Keim prepared an elaborate Consular bill.also trans- 
mitted toCongress by PresidentGrant and published 
by that body, which discloses a thorough °o 
a very complicated subject, in which bill there is 
not only a prohibition of the removal of consular 
officers “‘exeept for cause stated in writing,” but 
what ia far more significant, éareful provisions for 
the *‘examination beforé an examing board” of 
Consuls, consular clerks, marshalls, and other offi- 
cers concerning their qualifications before they 
can be appointed; and the Dill also provides 
for testimonials of the good character of 
applicants for office; all, it will be seen, 
though 10 years éarlier, in closé analo 
to the provisions of the present Civil Service bil. 
though no competition is required. He even went 
further and provided thut such officers then in the 
service, should also be examined in order to get 
rid of the more ineompetent. These, so far as I 
am informed, are the first provisions for examina- 
tions ever put into a Consular biil in this country, 
and Congress, and the leading reformers as woll, 
would even aow shrink from the proposal to 
examine officers already in the public service. 
Nor was this all, Mr. Keim’s bill reanires original 
entry to be at the fourth or Jowest eonsular grade 
for which he provides and forbids promotion to 
any higher grade until there shall have been ser- 
viee of at least one year in each of the grades be- 
low. Here is a salutaty and original principle in 
our Administration, nearly 10 years later, the ed- 
itors of the /ost and Tux Times united with me 
in putting into the Pendleton bill in a milder 
form, but which the Senate rejected as being 
even now in advance of ubdiic opinion. 
Leas than this I could not say, if I was not dis- 
posed to lay down under your charges. I hope you 
may see in these facts pretty decisive evidence that 
Mr. Keim is not the man you have assumed him to 
be, and that you have done me a wrong you ought 
to correet. Whether the false impressions which 
haye been diffused have seriously impaired Mr. 
Keim’s ability to serve the cause of reform I am 
notable to say. And now, asking pardon for fill- 
ing so mach space, I am your obedient servant,

A VETO BY THE MAYOR—THE OPENING OF 
THE BRIDGE DISCUSSED, 

At the meeting of the Brooklyn Board of 
Aldermen yesterday a communication was re- 
celved from Mayor Low vetoing a resolution 
which requested the Board of Estimate to in- 
sert $500 in the tax budget to pay for 
trees which the Tree-pilantiang and Fountain 
Society propose planting in front of the 


City Hall. The Mayor thinks that the 
experiment is not a wise one. Only saplings could 
be planted in the Spring of the year, and 15 or 2 
years mast elapse before they woulda be of any 
value as shade trees. The Mayor deplores the 
vandalism that some few years ago rooted up the 
tine old shade trees in front of the City Hall 
and put flagstones in plaes of the grass plots. 
The Mayor's formal objection to the resolution is. 
that the City Hall SS the dreary waste of ill- 
laid flagging is still facetiously called—is under the 
care of the Park Commissioners, and, therefore, 
not within the eoatrol of the Board of Aldermen. 
In conclusion, the Mayur says that he has request- 
ed the Department of Parks to prepare a plan for 
the improvement of the square asa place of shade, 
and to submit the same to him for consideration. 
The Aldermen appear to De much angered at the 
fact that no invitation to attend the opening of the 
bridge has thus far been extended to them. On mo- 
tion of Alderman Dimen a committee of five mem- 
bers of the Common Council was appointed to wait 
on the Bridge Trustees and request in the language 
of the resolution that the “ ceremonies apparently 
private in character’ now contemplated by the 
Trustees be abandoned, and a publie ceremonial to 
whieh evefybody stould be welcome substituted. 
The resolution was adopted. In the course of the 
debate to which it gave rise Alderman Mepninger 
inquired if the 24th o? May had been selected be- 
cause tne President of the Bridge Trustees was 
formerly a subject of the Empress of India. Mr. 
Menninger was strongly in favor of having the 
bridge opened on Decoration Day.

THE CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


Cuicaco, April 30,—The leading produce markets 
were active to-day and averaged stronger. They were 
tame during the first hour, but gathered strength with 
a better demand for wheat and provisions, which led 
the rest. 

Provisions were active and much stronger than 
usual, advancing sharply and closing nearly at the 
top. Pork closed 35 cents_ above the latest price of 
Saturday at $19 47}4 for May, and $19 no for July. 
Lard closed 124¢ cents higher at $11 85 for Jupe and 
$11 95 for July, except that May did not close so 
strong, there being a widening outof the premiums 
on theloager fut res. Short rins closed 174% cents high- 
er, at $10 50 for May and $10 75 for July. @ local ho, 
market was casy, with a larger supply, and Liverpoo 
reported a decline of 6d. in lard, which made our mar- 
ket rather tame early. But the first call developed a 
brisk demand for July pork, understood to be taken 
for a Milwaukee house, and the news of this brought 
in other buying orders from New-York, both for pork 
and meats. There was a good deal doing in ford, 
but much of it was in changes, and May was 
relatively heavy, as above noted, buyers takin 
advantage of the necessities of those who had to gel 
in order to avoid the paying out of money to-day. 
There was only a light shipping demand for either 
lard or meats. The strongest feature in the market 
was pork, which was buoyant toward the close, as 
the early sellers pressed to get even on the deal, 
though they had to fill at a big loss. On the after- 
noon call pork and lard eased off 2}4 cents, and ribs 
declined about 5 cents. 

Wheat was moderately active and again stronger, 
though our receipts were larger, and public advices 
from Liverpool catied the British markets dull and 
neglected. But private dispatches noted a steadier 
tone, and the wheat news from the West was far from 
reassuring to the bears, the weather being too dry for 
a good crop. Theearly trading was mostly of a scalp- 
ing order, but with little wheat on sale, and the 
premium on the longer futures widened out 
under a slightiy better demand for them, The 
difference between June and July subsequently 
widened out }¢ cent, being 149 cents against 1 cent at 
Savurday’s closing, and % cent carlier on that day, 
When the market had advanced to $115 for July, 
there was considerable buying on New-York account 
and the resulting advance brought in more orders to 
buy. The market seemed to be very sensitive to the 
Tact that May wheat was scarce, that being ac- 
cepted as an indication that the “deal” is 
“well held.” Car lots of No. 2 were strong- 
er in sympathy with futures, but the lower 
grades were easier. On ’Change, May closed 15¢ cents 
above the latest price of Saturday, at $1 12 bid, with 
July 1% cents higher, at $116 asked, after barely 
touching $1 16}. On the afternoon call the market 
declinea 4% to +4 cent, but recovered in the alley, 
where July was quoted at $1 16 asked. 

Corn was active and relatively weak. The hot- 
weather futures closed \ cent higher than on Satur- 
day, at 5949 cents for July and 60 cents bid for Au- 
gust, while May closed at 554% cents asked, which was 
no improvement, after selling 44 cent above and i 
cent below that figure. Liverpool was called dull, but 
steady, whiie our receipts were larger and there 
was a good deal of May corn pressing on 
the market, which was not much wanted. This gave 
heaviness, but the market was kept up by the 
strength in wheat. ‘This, however, was only pos- 
sible with changes. and there is reason to be- 
lieve that several lots were lifted over from this 
month into neat, which would simplv have been 
sold but for the idea thatthe market would not take 
it without declining sharply. The June premium 

widened to 24 cents, an unusually large difference, 
indicating that capital did not care to carry corn 
through May, unless at a larger figure to cover the 
risk of the operation. There was little change in the 
prices of the lower grades, with only a moderate de- 
mand for shipment. On the afternoon call the market 
declined % cent, and there was no material change 
eubsequently.

On the other hand, the politicians are de- 
termined that this great undertaking, in- 
volving large contracts, the employment of 
mapy men, and the expenditure of a vast 
sum of money, shall serve the purposes of 
patronage. Now, the bill pending in the 
Senate is a politicians’ bill. It provides 


for six Commissioners, three of whom shall. 


be designated officials and three repre- 
sentatives of political factions. It abso- 
lutely prevents the kind of control desired 
by the citizens and prepares the way for 
that which they most dread. It involves 
the chances of disagreement and wrangling, 
and even of,a dead-lock by an equal division. 
Even if amended as proposed at the ‘‘ con- 
ference”’ between Messrs. Dowp and Per- 
TER and Senators Day, Grapy, and Pirts 
yesterday, it would still be a politicians’ bill. 
Should this bill pass there will be no course 
open for those who demand a non-partisan 
commission and an honest piece of work 
but to call upon the Governor to 
veto it. If he is the kind of man 
that the people thought they were voting 
for last Fall he will comply with the de- 
mand. Better another year’s delay in be- 
ginning this work than the scandal of ex- 
travagance and protracted delays in com- 
pleting it. The issue should be squarely 
met before the mischief is done, and if we 
have to wait another year for the beginning 
of this much needed work the re- 
sponsibility will rest with the greedy, 
grasping, unscrupulous partisans-who care 
more for their miserable schemes for the 
distribution of patronage than for the inter- 
ests of this great City and the wishes of its 
intelligent and honest people. ‘They will be 
held to that responsibility, and on this issue 
a contest can be waged which will not only 
relegate them to the obscurity in which evil 
deeds find an appropriate refuge, but may 
even turn the scale of political control for 
the whole State. 

MR. COOPER'S CHARTER AMEND- 

MENTS. 


It seems to be generally admitted that it 
will be impossible to obtain from the pres- 
ent Legislature such a reform in the frame 
of cur municipal Government as is demand- 
ed by the enlightened sentiment of. the peo- 
ple. That sentiment is not sufficiently rep- 
resented at Albany forthe purpose. In view 
of this fact it may be well to consider 
whether any gain at all in the direction of 
reform is attainable. The amendments of 
the charter proposed by ex-Mayor Cooper 
and introduced in the Senate on Friday last 
have some good features, and their pro- 
moters are not without hope that they may 
be adopted. The first section gives the 
Mayor the power to appoint the heads of 
departments without the consent of the 
Board of Aldermen, with the exception of 
the Excise Commissioners, but the bill does 
not vacate any office. The purpose of the 
exception is to prevent the liquor issue from 
disturbing the canvass for the election of 
the Mayor. The adoption of the principle 
of undivided responsibility in the Mayor 
for the appointment of the heads of those 
departments which are of a strictly adminis- 
trative character would be a great gain, and 
if it can be secured it is certainly worth 
striving for, even though other principles 
regarded as almost equally important have 
to await future efforts under conditions less 
adverse than the present. The power of re- 
moval is left as it is, except that the Mayor 
is permitted to have one man of his own un- 
trammeled choice on each of the commis- 
sions which consist of more than one person. 
This opportunity is furnished by a section 
which provides that the Mayor may remove 
from such commissions, without cause as- 
signed and without the approval of the 
Governor, the member having the longest 
term to serve who was his own appointee. 
That would enable him to make a selection 
which would be actually his own, and to 
rectify any mistakes into which he may have 
fallen. 

The other conspicuous feature of Mr. 
Coorer’s ‘amendments is the provision 
making the office of Controller elective. 
One reason given for this change is that the 
chief fiscal officer, who has control of the 
auditing of accounts, should be made inde- 
pendent of the Mayor, who appoints the 
officials that incur the expenditures upon 
which his action is supposed to operate as a 
check. It is argued that such fiscal officer 
should , be directly responsible to the 
people, like the Mayor himself, and 
that the same _ considerations should 
prevail in his choice. It is thought 
that the importance of the office and the de- 
gree of responsibility attached to it would 
lead to strenuous efforts to secure the elec- 
tion of aman of the highest character. It is 
so provided that his election would fall on 
the off-year, when there would be the least 
inducement and opportunity for bargains 
and for the united efforts of factions, and the 
best chance of success for an independent 
citizens’ nomination. Under the reformed 
administration of municipal affairs in Brook- 
lyn the Controller is an elective officer. The 
only other change of importance is that 
which makes the term of office of the Coun- 
sel to the Corporation and the Commissioner 
of Public Works, after the expiration of the 
terms of the present incumbents, begin on 
the 2d of January,'1885, and limits that of the 
former to two years, making it coincident 
with that of the Mayor, whose adviser he is 
to be. 

These changes fall far short of what is 
desired by the most ardent municipal re- 
formers, but they would involve at least one 
important step in the right direction. If 
more is not to be attainedin the present 
temper of the legislative majority it would 
be the part of wisdom to accept this, pro- 
vided so much may be vouchsafed by the 
law-makers on whose action we are 
dependent for any immediate reform 
whatever. It is not to be presumed 
that the amendments will be altogether 
pleasing to the Tammany contingent, but 
the proposition to make the Controller elec- 
tive may win some favor from the other 


city Democrats. The hopes of the support- 
ers of the bill rest chiefly with the country 
Democrats, who may be disposed to do 
something in answer to the demand for an 
improvement in our municipal charter. It 
is certain that many assurances on which 
the party gained support last Fall are’to be 
belied if nothing at all is done to satisfy that 
demand. 


GEN. CROOK AND THE COURIER. 


Gen. Crook is marching against the Chi- 
ricahua Apaches under peculiarly unfortu- 
nate circumstances. These Indians are hid- 
den in the fastnesses of the Mexican moun- 
tains, nearly 200 miles beyond our southern 
boundary. Leaving a guard to protect the 
Indians on the San Carlos Reservation from 
the assaults of the enraged and avaricious 
settlers of Arizona, hestarted from Wilcox on 
April 23 with 300 soldiers and 200 Indian 
warriors. In four days he expected to 
reach Guadalupe Cafion, near the boundary. 
He had determined to leave 250 of his sol- 
diers at that spot, and to push forward into 
Mexico with 50 cavalrymen and 200 In- 
dians, placing his life and the fortunes of 
the expedition in the hands of the friendly 
savages whom he had taken with him from 
the reservation. 

Before this expedition into Mexico was 
planned, Gen. Croox, as commander of the 
forces of the United States, and Gen. Ca- 
BRO, commanding the Mexican troops and 
Indian warriors engaged in the same work 
on the other side of the boundary, had 
agreed that each should be allowed to pur- 
sue the marauders in the territory of the 
other, and it was announced that the com- 
bined forces would be commanded by the 
Mexican General while they were in Mex- 
ico and by Gen. Croox while they were on 
this side of the line. The Mexican com- 
manders conceded the great ability of Gen. 
Creox and the excellence of his «plans. 
They were ready to co-operate with him, 
and it was said that they desired him to 
command the forces of both republics 
throughout the campaign. Those who re- 
membered :the complaints made by the Mex- 
ican Government two or three years ago, 
when our forces pursued these marauders 
into Mexican territory, hailed this agree- 
ment as another sign of the rapid growth of 
friendly feeling in Mexico toward our Gov- 
ernment. 


Having completed his plans, Gen. Crook 
started for the boundary. It appears that 
Secretary FRELINGHUYSBN asked the Mexi- 
can Minister at Washington whether his 
Government would object to the pursuit of 
the marauders by our troops on Mexican 
soil. The date of this inquiry has not been 
announced, so that we do not know whether 
it was made some weeks ago or very re- 
cently, but the Mexican Minister’s reply was 
received by the Secretary on Saturday last, 
several days after Gen. Croox’s departure 
from Wilcox, and it was to the effect that 
Gen. Croox must not pursue the Indians in 
Mexico without getting the consent of the 
Mexican Senate. The Secretary is said to 
have been greatly surprised by this reply, 
and he at once sent dispatches to Gen. 
Crook directing him to remain on this side 
of the boundary. These dispatches are in 
the hands of a courier, who hopes to reach 
the advancing troops before they shall have 
passed the border. 


lt may be that he will not overtake them. 
Gen. Croox expected to reach the boundary 
in four days. It is possible that he reached 
it on last Thursday night or Friday morn- 
ing. ‘The courier did not start in pursuit of 
him until Saturday night or Sunday morn- 
ing. It does not seem probable that he will 
accomplish his purpose, for unless Gen. 
Crook went into camp at Guadalupe Cafion 
he entered Mexico on Friday or Saturday, 
several days in advance of the courier, and 
is already in the Mexican mountains. It 
may be that a decisive battle has been 
fought. 

It is very unfortunate that there was not 
an agreement between the two Governments 
about this expedition, and that the arrange- 
ments made by the commanders on both 
sides were not sanctioned by higher author- 
ity in Mexico. It is remarkable that an at- 
tempt to reach an understanding seems not 
to have been made until after Gen. Croox’s 
departure from Wilcox. It may be that 
Secretary FRELINGHUYSEN’s inquiry was 
addressed to the Mexican Minister before 
Gen. Croox’s plans had been matured. As- 
suming that it was, however, it is surprising 
that our forces were allowed to enter upon 
this perilous undertaking before the recep- 
tion of the Mexican Minister’s reply. Now, 
when it may be too late to avoid interna- 
tional complications, an attempt is hurriedly 
made to intercept the expedition. The 
bravest and most skillful of Indian fighters 
cannot be successful while contending 
against influences of this kind. But if the 
courier fails to catch him, Gen. Crook may 
crush the marauders after all. 

TWO COLORADO GIANTS. 

Among the really great men of Colorado, 
the Hon. H. M. TELLER and the Hon. N. P. 
Hit easily stand first. Mr. Hrxiu is great 
because he is a United States Senator from 
Colorado, and Mr. TELLER is great because 
he has been a United States Senator from 
Colorado. Mr. Hrxu, it will be noted, yet 
holds his position, and Mr. TELLER is now 
the Secretary of the Interior. It often hap- 
pens that a country is not big enough to hold 
in peace two great men. This, unhappily, 
is true of Colorado, which, although a great 
State, so far as it may be territorially con- 
sidered, is distracted with the jealousies of 
the Senator and ex-Senator. Any attentive 
reader of the newspapers must have seen, 
creeping into dispatches, letters, inter- 
views, paragraphs, and even dignitied 
editorial articles, frequent references to 
the public life, works, and character 
of Senator Hixx that were calculated 
(if not designed) to make life a burden to 
that estimable gentleman. By common con- 
sent, those who knew of the vendetta that 
exists between the two Colorado giants have 
assigned the paternity of these covert at- 
tacks to ex-Senator TrLuer, the Secretary 
of the Interior. Possibly this belief was un- 
just as well as wide-spread. But the fact 
that Mr. TELLER makes no secret of his 
hearty and sincere contempt for newspapers, 
both in the abstract and in the concrete, has 
naturally strengthened the general opinion 
that the influences referred to were diffused 
from the Interior Department. This is the 
way of the world. The men who renrohate 


the practice. of printing newspapers are 
usually among the first to try to use them 
for private ends. 

It appears that Senator Hix, finally 
goaded to the bounds of statesmanlike dis- 
cretion by the anonymous assaults, has 
rushed to his own defense in a Jong ‘‘ open 
letter,” addressed to the Hon. H. M. Te.ixer, 
and signed bravely with his own name. It is 
a formidable document. And yet the friends 
of peace and harmony will regret its appear- 
ance. It were better that these giant breth- 
ren should dwell together in unity and in 
Colorado. Mr. HIu, to be sure, throws the 
onus of the quarrel upon Mr. Tziier. In 
fact, he throws the onus on Mr. TELLER 80 
often and so pointedly throughout this open 
letter that the sympathies of the generous 
and impartial reader are awakened for 
thejlong-suffering Secretary of the Interior, 
who must cry out, “My onus is greater 
than I can bear,’’ when the letter is done. 
The picture drawn of Secretary TELLER by 
the Senator from Colorado is not a pleasing 
one. It represents Mr. TELLER as wielding 
an enormous patronage for the purpose of 
crushing Mr. Huw. Why Mr. Hm. 
should be crushed, and why Mr. Teer 
should wish to be the crusher, is not im- 
mediately apparent. But we are led to 
infer that Mr. TeiuEr desires to ‘‘ boss” 
the politics of Colorado, and that Mr. Hrru 
is in his way. 

But why should Mr. Te.urr desire to be 
the Colorado boss, as well as a Colorado 
giant? Mr. Hruu pointedly says that there 
is nothing in the career of Mr. TeLLEeR that 
“‘should gangrene me [Mr. Hitt] with 
jealousy.”” The Senator is not jealous; but 
it is evident that the Secretary isa bad case 
of gangrene. In his anxiety to be the polit- 
ical leader in Colorado, according to Sena- 
tor Hix, Secretary Teter “dragged his 
official robes through the sewage of ward 
politics’ during a recent campaign. Per- 
haps, if politics in Colorado are so bad as 
this implies, Mr. TeLLER is ambitious to 
cleanse them. Mr. Hit. thinks that this 
would be difficult, since the Secretary’s . ap- 
pointments are shown to be bad, and even 
noisome, at times. Nevertheless, we are 
forced to believe that if Mr. Te.uer 
did not think that Mr. Hou was 
an obstacle in the way of any 
man who wants to be the Republi- 
can boss of Colorado, this battle of 
the giants never would have been fought. 
And, to be candid about it, it must be ad- 
mitted that Mr. Hix is probably a much 
greater man than he would have himself ap- 
pear in this letter. He says that Mr. Tret- 
LER’s efforts in the late campaign netted a 
Democratic Governor, a Democratic State 
Senator from TgLLER’s own county, and the 
choice of Mr. Tanor as United States Sena- 
tor. If the sportive, eccentric, and mirth- 
provoking. TasBor is chargeable to the ac- 
count of TELLER, the Secretary must needs 
carry a heavy load. In Colorado Mr. Tazor 
is called ‘‘a daisy,”’ whatever that may 
mean. 


The propriety of calling this scrimmage a 
battle of the giants lies in the fact that the 
rallying point of the whole is patronage. In 
the course of Mr. Hriu’s letter we find men- 
tion of delegates to a county convention, the 
Surveyor-Generalship of Colorado, 800 cleri- 
cal positionsin the Pension Office, five timber 
agents, one Special Assistant United States 
Attorney, one worker in the primaries of 
Summit County, one traveling agent for the 
Pension Office, and one Indian Agent. 
These are the great matters that engage the 
mighty minds of TELLER and Hinu. About 
these and similar issues circle the dust and 
clamor of the conflict from which has tem- 
porarily emerged Senator Hrixiu, waving a 
two-column open letter and inviting the Sec- 
retary of the Interior to go and bury himself. 


A movement is on foot to establish a school 
of electric engineering at Brattleboro, Vt., in con- 
nection with the old Norwich University, which it 
is proposed to remove to that town from North- 
field. The university was founded in Norwieh, 
Vt., in 1819, and was granted a charter of ineor- 
poration in 1834. A number of well-known New- 
Yorkers are among its Alumni. The school 
has always had a military character, and was in 
fact founded as a military school by a soldier, 
Capt. ALDEN ParTRID@eE, who resigned his com- 
mission and appointment as Superintendent of 
West Point Military Aeademy for the purpose. 
During the war the school did not prosper, al- 
though its name was glorified by the heroic con- 
duct of many undergraduates upon the battle- 
field. In 1866 the university was removed to 
Northfield, and re-established under the name of 
Lewis College. Atareunion of the Alumni living 
in this City, some time ago, a committee was ap- 
pointed, with Gen. G. M. Dover as Chairman, to 
take measures to place the old school upon a sound 
financial basis.

The plan to estab- 
lish an electrical school in this City is not regarded 
as feasible because of the hich cost of living here, 
and it is agid that Mr. Eprson and officers of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company favor the Brat- 
tleboro scheme.

At least one of ex-Senator Dorsry’s friends 
is indisereet. This friend is Mr. James W. Bosier, 
of Carlisle, Penn., who was one of the ex-Senator’s 
partners in the star route business, and who has 
bought his ranch in New-Mexico. Mr. BosLer has 
been telling a St. Louis reporter how the ex- 
Senater became the owner of this great ranch. 
“You see, Dorsey, through his intimate acquaint- 
ance with the records of the Land Department at 
Washington,” said Mr. Bosier, “ was enabled to 
spot and locate all’ the land in the region named 
upon which any water was to be found, and in 
addition he bought out all the weak holders in the 
neighborhood.

In 
those days, Mr. Boster added, the ex-Senator was 
making money “ by the hatful every day in mines 
and stocks and—politics,” and could “blow in” 
$25,000 or $50,000 on nis ranch at a time without 
missing it. He declares that the ex-Senator will 
come out of the star route prosecution unscathed, 
and tnat afew prosperous years in the cattle busi- 
ness will make good all his losses.

WALLACK’S THEATRE. 

The season at Wallaek’s Theatre is near its 
end, and Mr. Wallack has decided, with good sense, 
to give some variety to the last month of this sea- 
son. It is his intention to reproduce several popu- 
lar plays, among them “La Belle Russe” and “ The 
Road to Ruin,” though he might easily have chosen 
more interesting and valuable works than these. 
“La Belle Russe,” for instance, is a rather stupid 
melodrama, and “ The Road to Ruin’ is not the 
most vivaciaus comedy of its class. Two plays 
were acted last night—‘* The Cape Mail,” by Mr. 
Clement Scott, and “The Snowball,” by Sydney 
Grundy. There was a large audience in the thea- 
tre, and the plays appeared to give pleasure ard 
satisfaction. ‘The Cape Mail” is unknown inthis 
City, though it has been performed with suc- 
cess at the Haymarket Theatre, Lendon. 
The author of it, Mr. Scott, is a British 
dramatic critic of good standing and a playwright 
of some experience—more or less addicted to the 
vice of French adaptation. ‘‘The Cape Mail,’ 
however, shows that he has a delicate and fanciful 
dramatio sense. It is a skillful and effeotive littie 
piece, simple enough in its story, but very sympa- 
thetie; its pathos is altogether genuine. It was 
acted with strong feeling by Mr. Herbert Kelcey, 
Mr. C. P. Flockton, Mr. Charles E. Edwin. Miss 
Rose Coghlan, Miss Adela Measor, Mme. Ponisi, 
and Mrs. Elberts. Miss Coghlan’s rformance 
would have been finer than it was if it had been 
less hard and rough; Miss Coghlan is too much in- 
clined to mistake spasmodic action for true sensi- 
bility, and to ferce her voice at moments of high 
emotion. There were some vigorous, genuine im- 
pulses in her acting last night, which was disap- 
pointing chiefly beeause it came so close to the 
right thing. Miss Measor acted with perfect ear- 
nestness. But Mme. Ponisi was, above all, conspic- 
uous in this play for the natural, dignified, and re- 
strained manner of her acting. 

* The Snowball” was seen here a few years ago, 
and will be remembered as a light, gay farce in 
three acts, full of action and amusement, and, 
like all farces of its kind, somewhat overstrained 
aud overdone. But ‘* The Snowball” is not long 
enough to be tiresome, for its three acts pass 
quickly in one scene. it would be useless to sug- 
gest its subject, which does not provoke the 
slightest amount of thought. The piece ia merely 
a joke that one may laugh over without serious 
qualms of conscience. It was acted with grace 
and vitality by Mr. Osmond Tearle, Mr. Gilbert, 
Mr. Buckstone, Miss Coghlan, Miss Marion Booth, 
and Miss EffieGermon. ‘ ‘ihe Snowball’ aroused 
an abundance of merriment and applause.

Mr. Palmer 
aiso stated that there was no truth whatever in the 
ramor that had been circulated to the effect that 
his retirement was due to a quarrel with Mr. 
Shook. “Mr. Shook and I have always been good 
friends, and I trust will always continue to be, 
and we have never had a quarrel of any kind,” he 


said.

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CINCINNATI DRAMATIC FESTIVAL. 


——————————— 
SIX THOUSAND PEOPLE PRESENT AT THE 
OPENING PERFORMANCE. 

CINCINNATI, April 30.—There were 6,000 
people at the opening of the Dramatic Festival to- 
night. It would have been for the comfort of 
nearly all present had the number been 
smaller. The play was ‘Julius Cesar.” 
The scenery and accessories were superior 
to the acting. Everything had been planned on so 
large a scale that the play moved slowly, and 
to those who were unfortunately situat- 
ed perhaps seemed tedious. It improved 


as it proceeded, however, and in the fourth act 
the audience was brought up to a very re- 
spectable pitch of enthusiasm. Taken as 
a whole, however, the performance was 
grand rather than moving. The audience differed 
from these which have attended the opera festi- 
vals. They were people who wanted to hear 
and see the play, while the opera festival 
audiences have been made up largely of 
people who regard it as fashionable to go. The 
seats were very ag | all sold at auction at 
premiums of from $i to $500. the Jatter 
price being paid for the first choice 
of boxes. The tickets without the premium for 
choice of seats were $2, and admission tick- 
ets without seats $1. There was from 
$12,000 to $13,000 in the house. Specnu- 
lators saddled some of the seats and 
made big profits upom them. They even formed 
before the ticket office to-night where the ad- 
mission tiekets were being sold. and bought 
a large number of those tickets, one at 
atime. These were passed back to the rear of the 
crowd in waiting and sold at a profit to such as 
were impatient over the long wait which seemed 
inevitable before their time to purchase would 
come. The action of the speculators, while an- 
noying to strangers, should not be regarded as a 
thing for which the festival managers were re- 
spensible, further than that they did not use all 
the means at their command to stop it. 

The egre | was prepared expressly for the 
festival. and is said to have oost $27.- 
. The drop-curtain is a representation 
of the departure of Regulus, and is a 
little sompre. Otherwise the seenery was 
all that richness and color and wide expanse, 
or more than _ all __historieal accuracy, 
could make it. There are few legitimate 
dramas that afford such scope to the artist, or 
that permit the earrying of the scenic accessories 
to so high a point without injury to the spirit 
of the play as ‘Julius Cesar.” From the 
tise to the fall of the ourtain there was 
a grand succession of triumphs that found 
@ most appropriate climax in the great bat- 
tle scene of the last act. In all, there 
were seven acts and eleven s¢eenes represented, 
the most important being the _ street in 
Rome, the garden of Brutus, the Forum, 
the Senate, and the camp. The first seene, 
a street in Rome, as painted by Gaspard 
Maeder, proved a most beautiful work, 
such was its suecess with the audience that 
when first displayed to view applause was be- 
stowed upon it. This scene, except in its 
general characteristics, was not intended to be 
a historical reproduction, though several of the 
great monuments of Rome were introduced with 
pleasing effeet. This street or open space, across 
which the procession marehed, was supposed to 
be just at the foot of the Palatine Hill, a short way 
from the Lupercal. In the extreme distance, upon 
the right. the Tarpeian rock loomed up, the temple 
of Jove just visible over its crest. The great his- 
torieal scene of the play was the Senate Chamber. 
Gerome’s famous painting, “The Death of 
Ceesar."’ served as the model, but few 
changes being made from the _ original. 
The forum scene in the fourth act was probably 
the most interesting. The camp of Brutus, shown 
in the fifth act, was remarkable for its pe- 
culiar arrangement. In all of the pro- 
ductions of ‘Cesar’ heretofore the tent has 
been made to oceupy the entire stage. which 
would have given for this festival a canvas cover- 
ing 57 feet wide by 69 high, to say noth- 
ing of its depth, a shelter sufficient almost 
for Brutus’s entire command. Instead. however, 
of following stage traditions, Waugh in- 
troduced historical correctness, and _ the 
tent was made on) a part of 
the picture and place at one side 
In the distance could be seen the other tents of 
the army, and soldiers in little groups hud- 
died about burning fires, while the noise of 
preparation heard in the distance made the scene 
startlingly realistic. The plains of Philippi, and 
again the battle field in the sixth act, were only 
slightly different arrangements of this same scene, 
as was the grand battie tableau. The properties 
were made from carefully executed drawings, 
some of them from tho British Museum. 

The acting was great in places but suffered 
from the fact that nearly a dozen different 
companies were represented in the cast. 
There was a manifest disposition all around 
to make an impression for the individual 
actor, where there should have been an ef- 
fort to contribute to the symmetry aad strength 
of the performance as a whole. It was 
a big disjointed company, containing half a dozen 
ambitious stars, who worked hard for themselves, 
but there was no head to the performance. 
The cast included Louis James as Cesar, 
McCullongh as Brutus, Murdock as Anthony, Bar- 
rett as Cassius, Otis Skinner as Octavius Cmsar, 
Langdon as Casca, Miss Wainwright as Calphurnia, 
and Kate Forsyth as Portia. If any preferenve was 
shown by the audience it was for the veteran but 
long retired Murdock. He won bis way quicker into 
the good will of the audience and seemed to 
do it easier than either McCullough or 
Barrett, The 600 soldiers and citizens were very 
slow in getting on and off the stage, and the play 
dragged in ether places and was very late in being 
concluded.

THE TEWRKSBURY INVESTIGATION. 

Boston, April 30,—In the Tewksbury inves- 
tigation this morning, Lorenzo S. Fairbanks, an 
expert in hand-writing, testified that he had ex- 
amined the books of the Tewksbury Alms-house, 
and had no doubt whatever that the two sheets 
containing the letter of the witness O’Brien were 
taken from one of those beoks.

THE LOBSTER QUESTION. 


—_—— j——— 
DEALERS ANXIOUS TO REPEAL THE LAW AS 
TO SIZE OF LOBSTERS. 

The wholesale fish-dealers in New-York, 
with many retailers, are of the opinion that the re- 
strictions asto the size of lobsters caught or ex- 
posed forsale in New-York should be removed. 
At present, as the law reads, no lobster less than 
104% inches can be caught or disposed of in this 
State. In examining into this question one of the 
leading wholesale dealers, representing the views 
of Fulton Market, made the following communi- 
cation: 

“We notice a bill now in the Senate asking 
for the repeal of the law which prevents the selling 
of lobsters less than 1044 inches long. Two years 
ago, when the law was passed, we, with other 
members of the American Fish-cultural Associa- 
tion, were among the strongest advocates for the 
passage of the bill. On mature reflection, how- 
ever, and observing the working of the bill, we 
cannot see that it has been of any advantage to 
the lobster or the business we represent. The bill 
and its passage was advoeated very much by East- 
ern men, aud we were in favor of it, believing it 


would be beneficial to all parties concerned. But 
now we find that we haves legislated lobsters quite 
out of the State. In Connecticut, Massachusetts, 
Rbode Island, and Maine lobsters are mostly caught, 
aud to them it isa very important business. But 
in Connecticut there 's no law prohibiting the sale 
of lobsters of any size. In April and May all the 
lobsters that find a market come from Maine, and 
are sold by those who catch them to smacks sent 
outfor that business from New-York. The quan- 
ity of lobsters caught in New-York is so small that 
it does not enter into the consumption. As the 
lobster-buyers in Maine are restricted to certain 
sizes, it often happens that those who catch 
them refuse to sort them for the 
New-York market; so it frequently occurs 
that no lobsters at all can be had. Smacks from 
Black Rock, New-Haven, and many other ports 
buy all the lobsters they can, indifferent as to 
size, and do a good business, selling their loads in 
Connecticut. Could this law of restricting sizes be 
established in all the States we should strongly fa- 
vor its passage. But as it is, New-York protects 
lobsters in another State for the benefit of Con- 
necticut and New-Jersey. A& the latter State has 
no lobster law. smack-loads can be brought to 
New-York, the large ones sold and the undersized 
ones disposed of at Jersey City. On investigation 
we find that this industry belongs to or is carried 
on by a few States, and some of these States, quite 
as much interested as is New-York, have no law. 
We are in favor of the repeal of the law, believing 
we are only called on to protect those who protect 
themselves.” 

In Maine, in addition to the law as to the size of 
lobsters, there is a close season, commencing on 
the 15th of Angust and ending on the 15th of No- 
vember. Those who have more carefully studied 
this subject, as far as it relates to the catching of 
free-swimming sea fish and crustaceans, have of 
late very much modified their views. They are 
rather inclined to believe that all restrictions as to 
catching them should be removed. 

Lobsters are, however, generally caught along 
shore at distances rarely more than two miles 
from the coast. There isa fringe of bottom ata 
certain depth wherejthese crustaceans are caught: 
there lobsters are in a measure localized. That 
they are found of much larger size and in very 
deep water is also quite certain, as cod fishermen 
setting their trawls occasionally catch lobsters 
three or four times as big as those taken near the 
land. Where lobsters have been in the greatest 
abundance off Prince Edward Island, according to 
the opinions of the Provincial Inspectors of Fish- 
erles, they have singularly diminished in quan- 
tity on account of the demand for canning 
ar eee Formerly they wou!d average 3 pounds. 

o-day they are said to weigh hardly 2 pounds. 
The question of a close season for lobsters, or 
when to fix it, is also attended with some difficul- 
ties, because it must vary with the locality and 
temperature of water. If it be true that lobsters 


‘are hardly caught at all in New-York waters, this 


scarcity may arise in part from their having been 
all fished out, though it is quite probable that, 
from the great changes in the Bay arising from 
sewerage and other disturbances incidental toa 
great city, lobsters never would thrive there or be 
as abundant as in former times. ,

SUICIDE OF A PARISIAN SPECULATOR. 
Paris Dispatch to the London Times. 

No small sensation has been created by the 
suicide of M. Biedermann, a wholesale oil-dealer, 
in consequence of rash speculations. He bought a 
revolver and cartridges on the plea of going ona 
journey, took it away loaded, visited his two ware- 
houses, and bade the cashier join him at 12:30 at 
the counting-house of his banker and partner, M. 
Carlin. Allthis time he had discussed topics of 


business and shown no suspicious symptoms, but 
on arriving at M. Carlin’s establishment he delib- 
erately shot himself. He had organized a ‘*ring,” 
whieh bad bought up 45,000,000 kilogrammes of 
colza-oil in Berlin, Cologne, and Hambarg, and 
thus securing a monopoly had run up the price 
from 75f. to 105f. or 110f. Indeed, i® may be said 
that the Parisians, who use very little gas in pri- 
vate houses, have all through the Winter been 
paying a high price for oil for the benefit of the 
Biedermann ring. Of late, however, there have 
been symptoms of a reaction, and between Thurs- 
day and Saturday prices for cash fell from 106f. to 
88f. M. Biedermann had sufficient funds to meet 
his liabilities up to August, but had no prospeet of 
then avoiding ruin, and hence his suicide. But a 
few vears ago he was a clerk at 1,800f.a year. M. 
Carlin detected his business qualities, and opened 
the way for him, on one occasion lending him 300,- 
000f.inalump. They were partners inthis last 
speculation, but itis supposed that the deceased 
fancied he had some cause for resentment, and on 
this account committed suicide at the bank in or- 
der to foil sny attempt at hushing the matter up.

BUTLER’S STORMY ADMINISTRATION. 

Boston, April 30.—The Governor, in ac- 
knowledging the consent of the State Board of 
Health to take charge of the Tewksbury Alms- 
house, has written a caustic letter in which he says 
he proposes to furnish money to carry on the Alms- 
house until the Legislature can make appropria- 
tions for its support, but he will neither furnish it 
or permit it to be furnished if it is to be expended 
by the present Superintendent. If the Legislature 
appropriates money for Tewksbury, he will not 
permit any money to he drawn from the Treasury 
if it is to be spent by the officials now in office. He 
calls the attention of the board to the fact that 
they can appoint no officers without his consent, 
and, as he has not consented tothe appointment of 
the present officials, he does not propose to allow 
any bills contracted by them. 

The Governor in along message to the Legisla- 
ture vetoes the bill to extend the charter of the 
Ocean Terminal Railroad Dock and Elevator Com 
pany because its charter has been extended since 
1852, and in his opinion public exigency does not 
require it. Citing this case as an illustration of 
how the time of the Legislature is taken up, he in- 
quires whether the State ought not to have bien- 
nial instead of annual sessions of the Legislature.

THE CROP PROSPECTS IN CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, April 30.—The Chronicle 
to-day publishes exhaustive crop reports from all 
sections of the State, which show that wheat is in 
good condition, and that the rumors of damage by 
the new grain pest are without foundation. Only 
four counties report the presence of the grain-bug, 
and their damage to wheat has been slight. The 
heavy rains of the past month have brought out 
the wheat in fine style, and though the crop will 
not be large it will be faily equal to that of last 
year. Tbheincrease of acreage of wheat may be 
broadly stated as 20 per eent. From all the big 
wheat-growing counties the reports indicate more 
than an average crop. The southern counties 
suffered most from drought, but what they lose 
on wheat they will make up or fruit. The fruit 
crop will be the greatest ever known in the State. 
Napa County alone expects to make 3,000,000 gal- 
lons of wine. Barley and hay are both light, but 
there will be enough to feed the stock. Taken al- 
together, the outlook is good, and the prospects 
for the year are favorable to the Calitornia farmer.

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REPUBLICAN REORGANIZATION. 


——— 
HOW IT MAY BE SIMPLIFIED BY THE Pxl- 


MARY ELECTION LAW. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The passage by the Legislature of the Dill 
extending to this City the primary election law of 
last year, if followed, as it doubtless will be, by the 
signature of the Governor, will open the way to a 
very simple and effective plan for reorganizing the 
Republican Party in this City. The original and 
avowed object of having Republican associations 
in each Assembly district and confining the seleo- 
tion of delegates to members of those associations 
was to make it certain that Republicans, and only 
Republicans, should participate in the choice of 
such delegates. In seeking to secure that end a 
roll of Republicans has been prescribed which was 
intended to include every Republican voter living 
in the district who desired to become a member 
and participate in the primary elections called by 
it. How completely it now fails to accomplish its 
object is notorious. In many cases Republicans 
will not join the association because of the inter- 
pretation put upon the pledge required as to their 
future action. In other cases the associations have 
become practically close corporations, to which 
Republicans find it so difficult to procure admission 
that they have ceased totry. The general and de- 
served ill repute of the associations has in many 
districts deterred respectable Republicans from 
joining them, even where the way was apparently 
open. A8 a whole, the existing system has secured 
the desired result of excluding Democrats, but in 
80 doing it has been perverted to exclude also 
many Republicans, 

To allow every person claiming to be a Republi- 
can to vote ata primary would necessarily result 
in turning over the selection of delegates to the 
worst elements in the Democratic Party. Hence, 
the necessity of a preliminary roll, and so long as 
there was no law punishing frauds at primaries 
there were great, if not insuperabte, difficulties in 
arranging forsuch a roll save under some such 
system as has resulted inthe present district as- 
sociations, a system which involved a right 
of rejection in certain cases. But if the 
Governor signs the bill already referred to 
I think the time will have come when 
a radical change can be effected, though the 
act is in some respects defective. Let me state my 
idea of anew system. It is briefly this: Apply to 
primary elections the same system which under 
the law is applied to our annual elections—make 
an absolutely new registry of voters every year. 
There was a time when the old registry was car- 
ried over from year to year with corrections. It 
resulted in abuses and frauds, and the system of 
making a new registry annually was introduced 
and has worked well. On certain fixed days before 
an election every voter can enroll himself by mak- 
ing personal application therefor. To do so he has 
to answer certain questions under oath. If com- 
petent under the law he must be registered, and if 
registered must be allowed to vote at all elections 
until the next year, when, the old registry being 
cast aside, he must again apply and go through the 
same course. Now, my suggestion is to apply that 
system to Republican primary elections. Oncea 
year, at some convenient time prior to the 
primary election for delegates to the several 
nominating conventions, let every Repub- 
lican, by public notice, be invited to 
come to a designated place in his Assembly dis- 
trict and be enrolled. Let him then under oath 
answer certain questions as .to his residence, age, 
Republicanism, &c., and then let him be enrolled. 
Let the roll so made be publicly posted where 
every one interested can examineit. On the day 
of any primary election let every person on the 
roll be entitled to come and vote. At the end 
of a year let a new roll be made in the same man- 
ner, the old one being cast aside. It deemed desir- 
able, provision could be made for additions and 
changes in case of removals, death, &c., during the 
year. Under such asystem no one would “own” 
an association; the names of men dead or removed 
or fictitious would not then be on the roll year 
after year, available for use in out-voting honest, 
resident Republicans, and it would be absolutely 
in the power of every Republican to take part in 
the primaries without seeking permission from 
any one. Of course, there would be some attempts 


at fraud, just as there are at State elections, Men 
would seek to enroll and to vote who have no right 
to that privilege. Men would seek to vote 
upon the names of others. But the rivalry 
of aspirants for places as delegates and for offices 
would insure a ready corps of detectives to dis- 
cover and prevent such frauds, while the new law 
would furnish an efficient means of punishing them. 
It is my firm conviction that under sucha system 
frauds at primaries wou!d be less frequent than 
frauds at State eleetions. Age, residence, &c., 
could be easily proved. The only troublesome 
question would be as to Republicanism, but it the 
questions put on enrollment were properly framed 
to draw out the facts, such as where and for whom 
the applicant voted at the last election, I do not 
believe there would be any practical difficulty on 
this point. Whether any pledge should be required 
of intention to vote the Republican ticket at the 
next election is a minor point. I think an appli- 
cant for enrollment might fairly be required to say 
that he believes in the principles of the Republican 
Party and intends to vote the Republican ticket at 
the next election if its nominees personally com- 
mend themselves to his judgment as fit men, but 
about even this there may perhaps be some 
difference of opinion. Of course, enrolling 
officers must be elected every year at the 
primary, and associations would continue 
to exist in each district, but onky those who en- 
roiled within the year would be members. I sug- 
gest this plan in hopes to draw out discussion and 
criticism. If it is finally accepted much would 
depend upon starting right, upon tho selection of 
fair enrolling officers at the outset. My belief is 
that the distrust of the present Republican organ- 
ization in this City is so great that an enrollment 
made under officers selected by it would not gain 
public confidenee. Nor does it seem to me that an 
enrollment made through a committee of members 
of the present State Central Committee would gain 
more of confidence. But if, on the invitation of 
the present organization or the State Committee, 
or both, a few high-minded Republicans from out- 
side the City would undertake the business of 
selecting the original enrolling officers and direct- 
ing their course, I believe a reorganization could 
be satisfactorily made before the next State Con- 
vention. If this cannot be done, I apprehend that 
any reorganization that shall have public confi- 
dence must be delayed until the State Convention 
meets. Of names for such a committee as I 
have suggested, which must, of course, represent 
all phases in the party, there oceur to 
me James W. Wadsworth, Frank Hiscock, 
Orlow W. Chapman, Richard Crowley, Hamilton 
Fish, Jr. <A reorganization must not bein the in- 
terest of any section or fragment of the party. 
When one was proposed in the State Convention 
two years ago, it would, if then made, have been 
simply in the interests of one section. For that 
and other reasons I opposed it. The rapid de- 
moralization of the organization since that time 
has convinced me that even such a reorganization 
as was then proposed would have been better 
than the continuance of the present machine, But 
I believe that it is possible either now or through 
the next State Convention to have a reorganiza- 
tion which will favor no section of the party, be- 
cause it will be honestly made. The present organ- 
ization can, if its leaders are in earnest, bring it 
about within 60 days. Ifthey seek to makea sham 
reorganization with the sole idea of keeping their 
places and power, they will simply go down before 
a tornado in the next State Convention. One of 
the most active of them, and a member of the 
Committee on Reorganization, said a few days 
ago: “ Yes, we are goingto have afull and fair 
reorganization, but those who do the work will have 
the offices.”’

OF NEW METHODS AND SPEAKS OF THE 
DISCONTENT OF THE LOWER CLASSES. 

The Rev. D. C. Potter, Pastor of the Sixth- 

Btreet Baptist Chureh, succeeded in surprising 

most of the clergymen present at the Baptist Min- 

Isters’ Conference yesterday. The means used 

gas a paper on “The Methods of Work,” in which 

ne outlined his ideas as to the proper way in which 

a Christian minister should perform the duties of 

pis office. In a general way he said tne methods 

should follow in spirit the apostolic or New Testa- 


ment style. Speaking of the presentation of the 
truths of the Gospel, he said that there was des- 
perate need of revised methods. This generation 
has not outgrown the Gospel, but ‘it is lead- 
ing the over-dignified and highly starched 


ministers a terrific gait. It is a hard 
a upon the kind of clerical solemnity 
eomes from dyspepsia, that has a horror of 
Sa and chews bran.” He said ministers 
should “ unsparingly condemn and protest against 
* the htedness that discusses such themes as 
*The Fundamental Holiness of God.’ That sub- 
ject does not belong to this pw ge pre&cher 
ean igthen the character of God does 
not need a certificate from the clergy. The glisten- 
ing stars cannot be brightened by earthly white- 


Mr, Potter favored the plan of bringing the 
to man through the myriad incidents of 
modern life that occur daily, and the aim of the 
minister should be to take advantage of these, 
forgetting the jargon of scholasticism, ecclesiasti- 
pal dignity, and declamation, and making Chris- 
tianity practical, helpful, and beneficial in 
tC) way possible. To this end he advo- 
pated as a proper part ‘of the work 
or a church organization the following: 
Societies for mutual aid in sickness; societies for 
burial or for the payment ofa sum to the surviv- 
prs, sufficient to decently bury the dead; for pur- 
asing staple and pecessary things either upon 
me payment or for the clesest prices for the best 
pf goods; smailloan funds, under proper restric- 
tions, to help a bad rent day or pay for medicine: 
reali help to employment—nosbam or brag society; 
an organization to facilitate, secure, or bring about 
the advantages of the free provision so abundant- 
ly made for Summer homes for children, fruits, 
Wwers, and papers for thesick, &o.; free ice-water 
ountains in the hot months of Summer, and very 
and very good hot coffee counters in the 
inter; instructive, elevating entertainment, as 
tern tours, coneerts, reading, &c.; free read- 
and industria! schools for 
. the so-cailed ‘Gospel 
work,” he said: ‘“ With perhaps an exception, 

the whole Gospel hall, masse-meeting, eabinet 
organ, limp backed, Gospel hymn, bad grammar. 
and no propriety business, has been an unmitigated 
r. It. has been uncalled for, misleading, 
bad-spirited, self-righteous, exclusive, and harm- 
ful. It has created a morbid sensitiveness, among 
n people, about their being unwelcome in 
churches that this generation wil! not outlive. It 
to-day has no call to be, save as it gives pompous 
and windy prophets an arena for gyrations. It 
does not develop continuous Christian living, nor 
does it form bonds with the church. A heavy 
frost >n the vines is the whole ‘Gospel hal!’ 
job.” In referring to Sunday-schoo! work, he said: 

There are schools in New-York that scholars 
make an effort to unite with, and their parents 
sign papers to insure their attendance for at least 
Dne year. Let those who cry for scholars and 
mourn the inefficiency of those they have, con- 
template that. I take off my hat to Dr, Morgan 
Dix.” In his opinion the Sunday-school should be 
made so attraciive that there would be a like effort 
made by children to enter any Sunday-school, and 
adesire created to remain there when once they 
decame members. 

Modern charity he characterized as a tinker ev- 
priastingly attempting to mend and putty up, and 
avho,” atthe cost of rivers of money laboriously 
pours out cash in driblets an& gives away calico 
and jute.” The speaker said he saw coming an is- 
sue between this class of ostentatious charity fi - 
ere—people who have accumulated enormous for- 
‘tunes at the expense of the laboring elasses—and 
the common man. It will bean issue of blood. 
The charities of to-day are palliative. He said: 
“ The class of under paid, dispirited, demoralized 

beings is not bettered in its condition. 
rm charity but prolongs its misery. 
Jt leaves them always in the old situa- 
tions, and almost always in want. Brethren, I 
tell you solemnly, the voleano is rumbling. I hear 
it every day—in the shops, in the street, at night, 
great deeps are uneasy and tremulously mov- 
The mad demonstrations over the sea are but 
the first indications of the coming storm. While 
nds are startled by the giant concussions, 
and terrified by the up-splitting thunder, and turn 
in horror, there are other thousands to whom 
loud explosions are but expressions of a 
purpose for which, under their breath, they have 
deep, deep sympathy. The surprise of a vast 
number is very amazingly mild, and a multitude 
feel no dismay. There are otherthousands to whom 
these dreadful alarms bring the flush of hope; to 
‘them it is music. It is not the boom of fate; it is 
the jubilant roar of a day of liberty, the serenade 
of a proclamation of freedom for the long and sore 
. The man up shall not too long forget 
that his view has never the same range as has that 
of mandown. Makeestimate of the hopes and 
hearts of all. my brethren, when you Jook over the 
world and work and enumerate your methods. 
Yes, there are storms. Theythreaten; They are 
like that cloud the prophet’s servant saw, coming 
mp the horizon, no bigger than a man’shand. The 
world is beginning to awaken to events that when 
‘they shall have reached their full sweep will dwarf 
the most stupendous movements in history.

STORY OF PILOT CONNER AS TO THE MAN 

WHO WAS INTRODUCED TO HIM AS DR. 
O’HARE. 

Pilot Martin Conner, who tock the steam- 
ship Spain to sea on Mareh 10, and is said to have 
introduced Lyneh, alias Norman, to the surgeon of 
the ship, came tothe City yesterday. He was found 
by a Tres reporter at the office of the New-Jersey 
Pilot Commissioners, at Beekman and South 
streets. He stated that on March 10, when the 
Spain was about -tosail,he meta friend named 
Robert &. Smythe on the National Pier. Mr. 


Smythe introduced him to a young man who, he 
said, was Dr, Felix A. O’Haré, ef No. 158 Second- 
avenue. The latter was represented as _hav- 
ing recently been graduated from the New- 
York ckolectic Medical College. He _ said 
that he was on his way to Europe, where he in- 
tended to continue his medical studies. Mr. 
Smythe asked Mr. Conner to introduce O'Hare to 
the surgeon of the ship. Dr. Montgomery. Mr. 
Conner readily agreed to do this, and soon after- 
wara he introduced the young man to the surgeon of 
the Spain as Dr. Felix A. O'Hare, a young physi- 
cian who was going abroad to continue his meaical 
education. The pilot took it for granted that the 
er hysician was as he represented himself to 

and he thought nothing further about the mat- 
ter until his return to port, when he was shown 
newspaper aceounts in which his name was men- 
ae in connection with that of Lynch, the in- 
ormer. 

Mr. Conner felt troubled about the matter, as he 
was employed principally in pilotiag British steam- 
ships, and he feared that he might be injured in his 
business by the report. He at once ealled on Mr. 
Smythe, whom he had known for three years, and 
asked him who the young man was who had been 
introduced to him as Dr. O’Hare. Mr. Smythe in- 
sisted that the young man was exactly as he 
represented himself to be, and tnat he had 
known him for the past eight years. Be had 
no connection with the dynamite plotters or any 
Irish organization whatsoever. O’Hare had said 
that he expected to return to this country this 
month and that he was going to Europe in order to 
complete his medical education. Mr. Smythe said 
that two weeks after the Spain’s arrival in Liver- 
pool he received a letter from O’Hare, who 
wrote that he was making progress’ in 
his studies and expected surely to return 
here in May. Mr. Conner declined to give 
tbe address of Mr. Smythe, but said that he 
was employed in an up-town business house. Mr. 
Conner stated that he also called on Mrs. R. H. 
Wilson, of No. 158 Second-avenue, at whose house 
O’ Bare had boarded. She said that she had known 
O’Hare three years and that he was a Freemason, 
He belonged to a regiment of this City—she did 
not know which one, but was sure that it was not 
the Sixty-ninth. He told herthat he was coming 
back from Europe in May in orderto camp out 
with his regiment. Mr. Conner said that he him- 
self was born in this country and that he had 


‘never taken any interest in Irish politics. He had 


merely introduced the young man to Dr. Mont- 
gomery as a fayor to Mr. Smythe, who thought 
that the surgeon would be prepossessed in favor of 
a young wan of his own profession and would try 
to make the voyage as comfortable for him as 
possible. 

A Tres reporter called last evening at the 
former boarding place ot Dr. O’Hare and showed 
Mrs. Wilson pictures of Norman which appeared 
ins reeent numbers of the London Jilustrated 
News and the London Graphic. Neither she nor 
any of the members of her family saw any resem- 
blance between Norman and O‘Hare. The latter, 
they said, bad a retreating forehead and a very 
small chin, while Norman is represented as having 
a straight forehead and rather a long ehin. O'Hare 
wore side whiskers and a mustache, while the 
picture of Norman represents him as having a 
smooth face.

ELOPEMENT OF EX-DEPUTY SHERIFF SCHNEI-

It was ascertained yesterday that 
Louisa sent a letter to her parents by a messenger 
from Jersey City, telling them not to forget her. as 
she never would them, and asking theirforgiveness 
for leaving her home to go away with Schneider. 
The letter, it was said, did not give any informa- 
tion to show whither the eloping couple were 


und. 

Schneider is 44 years{old, and a stout, fine-looking 
man, with a blonde mustache. He leaves behind 
him a family consisting of a wife and two sons, 
ene 20 and the other 18 years old. He had lived for 
the past two or three months in the Auburn flat- 
house, at No. 807 Fourth-avenue,in comfortable 
style. Schneider was well-to-do. He was worth 
something like $50,000, mainly in real estate. 
He had been a prudent, prosperous man. 
Louisa Gebhardt lived with her father and 
mother. She was the only’ child. She 
had received a good musical education and sang 
in the concerts of the Oratorio Society, besides 
giving piano lessons. Ske is 24 years oid, with 
light hair anda pleasant face. Saturday, it is as- 
certained, she went out ostensibly to go up town 
to give piano lessons. When she failed to return 
inquiry was made at the place whither she said she 
was. going, butit was found she had not been 
there. It was generally knownin the neighbor- 
hood where Louisa lived that the two had eloped, 
and it was supposed that Schneider took a large 
amount of money with him, whieh he obtained 
by converting his property into ready cash. Mrs, 
Schneider was quite sick at her home yesterday. 
William F. Schneider, Jr., the younger son, said he 
did not know his father’s reported departure to be 
true, and he was loth to believeit. If it should 
prove so he feared it would kill his mother. ** He 
went away Saturday saying be was going to the 
country on business, and that he would be back 
‘to-morrow.’ He did!not’say where he was going. 
He has always been; kind to us, and we never 
knew of any intimacy between bim and Miss Geb- 
hardt. We don't: knowof his having converted 
any of his property. He became bondsman fora 
great many persons, and my mother induced him 
four months ago to transfer a part of the property 
to her. We have heard nothing from him nor from 
Mr. Gebhardt about the disappearance of his 
daughter. He had been away before.”’ 

Jacob Gebhardt, Louisa’s father. who keeps a 
cigar store in Avenue A, was almost moved to 
tears when spoken to. ‘*I can’t say anything,” 
said he. The neighbors spoke highly of the family, 
and all expressed the greatest surprise at Louisa’s 
leaving her home. Many of them had seen Schnei- 
der at the house, but they knew he was Mr. Geb- 
hardt’s bondsman in his business and supposed he 
came to see the old folks. Louisa always staid at 
home evenings, they said, and she must have met 
Schneider when she went out to give piano lessons. 
Sneriff Davidson said Schneider would have been 
reiustated to-day. He was suspended for a matter 
in the offiee connected with the settlement of a 
case. No dishonesty was charged against him and 
he discharged his duties satisfactorily.
